THE PARNELL CASE OPENED 


AND THE INQUIRY MAY LAST 


A YEAR. 

MR. WEBSTER’S SPEECH VERY DULL— 
IT WILL OCCUPY SEVERAL DAYS 
MORE—WEAKNESS OF THE “ TIMES’S” 
CASE.

LONDON, Oct. 22.—The opening of the 
hearing before the Parnell Commission was 
a dull affair compared with the initiatory 
September session. There was a much 
greater crowd but a vastly smaller number 
of celebrities in attendance. The opening 
speech of Sir Richard Webster, Attorney- 
General, was extremely dull to his hearers, 
because he rehearsed facts made familiar to 
every soul in England for the past half 
dozen years by daily iteration, but his dis- 
closure of the Times’s case shows that un- 
less the Judges intervene the case will last 
afull year. His speech is expected to fill 
the present week, and 1,400 witnesses who 
have been subpcenaed by the Times bid fair 


to hold the field until March next. 
Associated Press Dispatch. 

LONDON, Oct. 22.—The commission ap- 
pointed to investigate the charges made by the 
Times against Irish members of Parliament 
opened court at 11 o’clock this morning. 

Sir Charles Russell, as leading counsel for Mr. 
Parnell, opened the proceedings by applying for 
the release from Wexford Prison of Mr. William 
Redmond. 

Justice Hannen, Presidert of the commission, 
said the same course would be adopted with Mr. 
Redmond as in the case of Mr. John Dillon. His 
release must not be construed to mean that he 
had been granted immunity from imprison- 
ment. He would be set free only under strict 
conditions. These would not allow of his taking 
any part in public life, and would compel him 
to hold himself strictly a prisoner on parole. 

Sir Charles Russell intimated that for the 
present he would not insist upon his application 
for Mr. Redmond’s release. 

A discussion ensued upon the length of time 
the court should sit weekly. Counsel for both 
sides concurred in a proposal to hold sessions 
upen four days of each week, but the court de- 
cided to meet every week day except Saturday, 
and asked ceunsel to expedite the proceedings. 

Attorney-General Webster opened the case 
for the Tunes. He promised to give the court 
the fullest information in the Times’s power re- 
garding the source of the evidence against the 
Irish party which the Zimes had published. 
He would not treat the case as having anything 
te do with the merits er demerits of home rule 
or of any supposed burning Irish question. The 
inguiry was strictly into the spesific charges 
made in the O'Donnell action against the Limes, 
and he would be careful not to introduce ques- 
tions beyond the charges. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral then proceeded to review the /imes’s 
articles on ‘‘ Parnellism and Orime,” going over 
the old ground. 

It would be shown, said Mr. Webster, that 
many of the men mentioned in the Zimes's ar- 
ticles had personaily taken part in crimes 
of the worst kind, while, with scareely any ex- 
ception, the persons mentioned had Lever de- 
nounced outrages or crimes. Owing to the 
failure of the officers of the National League to 
eomply with the commission’s order regarding 
the discovery of bank books, the 7imes’s counsel 
had been unable to skape their case as they had 
expected to. Still,evem without the bank books 
they would prove that money had been paid 
by the League to men appointed for the actual 
commission of acts of violence and erimes. 
Some of the men thus appointed were con- 
nected with tke American League and 
some were provided with money from 
funds obtained in Ireland. From tbe 
outset of the Land TLeague’s existence 
and since the formation of the National 
League, Mr. Parnell ana his colleagues had been 
intimately associated with Irish-Americans wno 
were advocates of dynamite. Remarkable evi- 
dence would be produced te prove this connec- 
tion, and to shew, also, that an extraordinary 
number of untraced crimes were due to the in- 
citement ef the League. Referring to the let- 
ters implicating Mr. Parnell and others in 
crimes, Mr. Webster promises to produee before 
the commission all the letters which had been 
mentioned in the trial of the O’Donnell case. 
He then went on to recount the history of the 
League’s connection with agrarian agitations 
and showed how they were related to Fenian- 
ism. He recited instanees where Davitt, Devoy, 
Walsh, Egan. Brennan, and Matthew Harris 
had held eommunications with the Parneilite 
party, and declared that they were linked to 
that party by common aims and interests. Here 
@ recess Was taken forluncheon, When the court 
reassembied the Attorney-General resumed, 
quotirg from speeches of Nationalist leaders 
mnade from the year 1879 onward. 

When the court adjourned for the day Mr. Web- 
ster was apparently only a small way advanced 
in the presentation of bhiscase, The vagueness 
and general character of his statement left the 
impression that the 7imes has no absolute legal 
proof of the truth of its charges. Instead of 
producing evidence that Mr. Parnell and his 
associates were accomplices, before or after the 
fact, with the Phenix Park murderers, he will 
attempt to justify the Jimes’s acousations by 
raking up outrages attributed to members of 
the League and trying to connect them with the 
Parvellites. Mr. Webster seemed to be ham- 
pered by a dread of committing himself beyond 
the mest cautious statement. He spoke in his 
worst form, presing aleng ina dreary monotone, 
without the least display of rhetoric. There 
was an utter absence ef points in his state- 
ment, and his exposition of the 7imes’s case was 
geperally a disconnected one. 

The courtroom was well filled, but was not 
overcrowded. Perfect order prevailed. The 
general public was not admitted. Mr. Parnell 
and numerous other Nationalist members of 
Parliament were present. 


FRENCH AFFAIRS OF STATE. 
THE PROPOSED INCOME TAX LAW— 
FIRES IN FONTAINEBLEAU FOREST. 

Paris, Oct. 22.—The Chamber of Deputies 
has confirmed the election of Gen. Boulanger in 
the Department of the Somme. 

The Cabinet has approved the scheme or M. 
Peytral, Minister of Finance, to impose a tax of 
1 per cent. upon incomes, and a tax of one-half 
of 1 per cent. on labor returns. Incomes of less 
than 2,000f. are to be exempt from taxation, 
and incomes of from 2,000f. to 3,000f. are to be 
allowed a certain mitigation. Resident foreign- 
ers are to be liable for the whole of their in- 


comes, and temporary residents for the portion 
of their incemes spent or collected in France. 
The press generally epposes the scheme. 

La Presse announces that Gen. Boulanger de- 
sires to give evidence before the committee of 
the Chamber of Deputies to which the Gevern- 
ment’s proposal for the revision of the Consti- 
tution was referred. 

At a meeting at Lyons M. de Lesseps declared 
that the Panama.Canal would be opened for 
traftic in July, 1890. He said he wished to cor- 
rect the report that the opening would be de- 
layed until 1891. 

An attempt has been made by incendiaries te 
destroy tho Fontainebleau forest. Fires were 
started in five different places, and were extin- 
guisned with difficulty. A large quantity of 
forage was consumed. The loss is 1,250,000f. 
Two men have been arrested on suspicion of 
having started tue fires. 

A cemmittee of the Chamber of Deputies will 
inquire into the scheme for asea canal from 
Rouen to Paris.

RoE, Oct. 22.—A dispatch from Potenza 
says that tapre were 400 passengers on the train 
which was crushed by a land slide a few days 
ago. One hundred and fifty dead and wounded 


have been identified. Many of the victims are 
unknown. Scores continue to be unearthed. 
Soldiers are working hard atthe wreck. The 
work is impeded by cold weatherandsnow, An 
entire theatrical company was killed. Several 
headless and arroless corpses have been found 
in the neighboring river. A mother: who had 
been driven mad by the catastrophe refused to 
release from her embrace her two dead children. 
A young priest was buried for:two heurs, and 
when extticated it was found that kis hair had 
turned white. An entire family, consisting of 
six persons, wae kill , 

Two carriages in which were 30 carabineers 
were nut damaged. The carabineers were able 
to aselst in extricating the victims. All the 
Officials attached to the train wero killed. It is 
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estimated that 200,000 cubic meters of earth 


fell upon the line. Heng of the passengers who 
escaped with their lives left the scene immedi- 
ately after the accident.

WEST POINT TUNNEL. 


TRYING TO REMEDY THE INCONVEN- 
IENCE CAUSED BY THE BLOCKADE. 

MIDDLETOWN,N. Y., Oct. 22.—The caving 
in of a section of the West Point Tunnel of the 
West Shore Railroad turns eut to be a much 
more serious affair than was first supposed. It 
is now known that weeks, or perhaps months, 
of arduous labor will be required to reopen the 
tunnel for safe passage. The mere removal of 
the fallen débris would be an easy matter. The 
trouble lies in the fact that any disturbance of 


the mass brings down fresh falls of impending 
earth and rock. Men are afraid to work in the 
tunnel, and on account of this the company has 
thus far been unable to set full gange at work at 
either end of the obstruction. The nature of the 
repairs will require the removal of thousands ef 
carloads of débris, and, as the work progresses 
foot by foot, the arching of the tunnel with 
briok or atone, strengthened by steel ribs. Mean- 
time, while the slow process is under way, the 
West Shore Road wiil run its through passenger 
trains via the Erie short cut, aud will transfer 
Way passengers around the tunnel by boat on 
the river. 

Tne' Ontario and Western Rallroad,which uses 
the West Shore lane between this city and New: 
York, has made arrangemen‘s, taking etfect to- 
day, fer overcoming the blockade. By arrange- 
ment with the Erie Railroad, express passen- 
ger trains Nos. 5 and 6 and all freight trains 
willrun over the Erie tracks petween Middle- 
town and Weehawken, via New-Durham. The 
Ontario and Western Orange County Express 
is abandoned between Middletown and New- 
York, and all its traffic will be handled by and 
Ellenville connections made with the Erie 
Orange County Express, The Ontario and West- 
ern milk trains willrun betweeu tnis city and 
Jersey City via the Susquehanna and Western 
Railroad.

The 
Richmond Terminal Company bought the entire 
capital stock of the Gegrgia Company, repre- 
senting a controlling interest in the Central 

Railroad and Banking Cempany of Georgia and 
the Ocean Steamship Company. 

This newly-acquired property adds 3,000 
miles to the Richmond Terminal’s present great 
system of 5,000 miles, puts at its service one of 
the biggest paying water transportation lines 
in America, and secures for it the resources and 
the influence of one of the stanchest (and the 
most famous) banking institutions of the South. 

The Georgia Company has a capital of 
$12,000,000, represented by 12,000 shares, 
which the Richmond Terminal Cempany buys 
at $35 per share, thus involving in yesterday’s 
trade the use of $4,200,000. Allot this great 
sum isto be paid incash. A quarter of a mill- 
jon collars will be paid to-day, when the final 
contracts needec to complete the transaction 
will be signed aud made ready for delivery. 

The Terminal Company has the optien of 

aying tbe remainder of the purchase money, 

53,950,000, at any time suitable to itself within 
the next 60 days. This option will be exeroised 
by making the “any time” immediate. The en- 
tire $4,200,000 is ready to be, paid at once, and 
it will be. 

The assets that came into the Richmond Ter- 
minal’s possession through this acquisition are 
enormous, beyond the average comprehension. 
In the Georgia Company’s treasury there is 
$500,000 in oash, while the treasury of the Cen- 
tral Railroad is swollen with over $4,000,000 
more, The Ocean Steamship Company has a 
practical menopoly of the water traffic between 
New-York and Savannah. Its property is val- 
uable up into the millions. Both the railroad 
and the steamship line own terminals in Savan- 
nab worth hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
During the last tiscal year the net earnings of 
the Georgia Central Read were over 14 per cent. 
over and above “ operating expensés’’ that in- 
cluded the expenditure of $900,000 on new 
equipment and construetion. 

he scheme for bringing about this extraer- 
dinary deal has been im view for months. John 
H. Inman, President of the Richmond Terminal, 
was sponsor for it, andeven backed by such a 
strength the altogether unprecedented project 
scared financiers and railway men to whose at- 
tention it was brought. In the hands of a weak 
man it would long ago have sunk into Insignifi- 
eance and would have been dismissed and for- 
gotten. Opposition and skepticism were influ- 
ential upon Mr. Inman, however, only to the 
extent of making him and his colleagues more 
determined in their purpose, and while few 
even of the widest awake of the Wall-street 
contingent had any suspicions that an unusual 
transaction was afoot, the Richmond Termi- 
nal’s Beard of Directors met yesterday at 
noon and carried out the great deal in its ful- 
ness.

TWO MINERS DASHED TO DEATH, 

DENVER, Col., Oct. 22.—Information has 
just been received here from Leadville of a mine 
accident at Wolfton Mine, on Carbonate Hill, in 
which two men lost their lives in a most tragic 
manner. Two miners, Berryman and John 
Flidell, had been removing some timbers from 
the bottom of the shaft and taking it up to the 
top in the cage. Calling down the cage, they 
loaded on some timber, and, jumping upon the 


top, rang for the car to start upward. Slowly 
it went on its way to the surface. Suddenly 
there was a swaying of the cage, and 
the next instant the rope parted, and 
the cage was precipitated downward at 
a terrific speed, striking the bottom of the 
shaft aud breaking into a thousand pleces. The 
two miners were crusbed almost beyond recog- 
nition, meeting with instant death. It is sup- 
posed that some of the timbers must have 
slipped partly out of the cage and caught in 
the shaft, the opposing force being so great 
that the rope was broken. At the inquest this 
evening it was developed that the rope was of 
poor quality, and the owners will be held re- 
sponsible. 





THE BNEMY OF THE OYSTER. 

NORWALK, Conn., Oct. 22.—Oystermen 
are greatly worried over the fact that the star- 
fish, the natural and greatestenemy ef oysters, 
are literally ruining the industries in this see- 
tion, if not in ali parts of Long Island Sound. 
They have attacked everything from seed to 5- 
year-old and the rapidity with whieh they 
devour a bed of thousands of bushels of oysters 
is astonishing. When once they get into a bed 
they remain till not an eyster is left, and then 
set out in seareh of other prizes. The officers of 
the Unitea States steamer Fish Hawk, which is 
now in New-Haven Harber, are contident that 
some means to rid the Sound of the starfish can 
be devised, and they are preparing to make the 
experiment. Oystermen say that unless some- 
thing 1s done to relieve their beds of the enemy 
the price of oysters, before the season ts half 
over, will be very much inoreased. 





TWO ENGINES WREOKED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 22.—A freight train 
and a gravel train collided on the North Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad within the city limits this 
morning. James MoDonald, an employe, was 
badly hurt and was taken to hospital. The in- 
jured man lives at Waterloo-street and Lehigh- 
avenue. The blame rests with the night signal 
men at Elm-avenue station and Drove Yard sta- 
tion. A wrecking train was sent out from Third 
and Berks streets and the débris was removed. 
Both engines were badly smashed, and were 
sent to the shops for repairs. Travel was de- 
layed only a short time.

Edward B. Whitney was the last speaker, treat- 
ing the free list in the Republican Tariff bill. 

Among the many recent convertste tariff 
reform are Smith Ostrarder, Superintendent of 
the Mohawk Valley Knitting Company; George 
Root of Mohawk, a prominent Republican, 
fermerly head of one of the bureaus in the 
Treasury Department at Washington, and three 
members of the Woolever family. The Demo- 
erats are making large gainsin this vieinity also. 
From Mohawk to Little Falls the Thomas 
Jefferson was escorted by a delegation from the 
county, headed by Thomas W. Grosvener of 
Herkimer and William F. Lansing of Middleville. 
The latter is a large manufacturer of knit goods, 
who has been incessantly on the stump for 
Cleveland, convinced that his own business 
would be greatly benefited by the passage 
of the Millis . bill, He states that if the 
Mills bill were passed he could make 
as good all-weol shirts and drawers as the Eng- 
lish can and undersell them 15 per cent. even if 
his labor sheuld cost twice as much, but he 
thinks that his labor, by its greater efficieney, 
is really cheaper. Mr. Lansing was formerly a 
large wool grower in Kansas and Colorado, and 
claims that the removal of the wool duty would 
be a benefit to that industry. A large crowd 
also greeted the boat at Jacksonbure, and 
at Little Falls the torchlight procession 
and reception was the greatest event of 
the season in that flourishing woolen-making 
town, whose only obstacle is the duty on wool. 
Two meetings are in pregress, one for Prof. 
Stewart of Bridgeport, Conn., illustrated with 
the stereopticon, and another addressed by 
Messrs. Allen, Chase, Whitney, and Lee, Mr. 
Thacher being still disabled by the injury to his 
throat caused by two weeks’ constant open-air 
speaking in inclement weather.

HK WILL BE GOVERNED BY THE VIEWS 
OF THE STATE DEPARTMENT. 

Ex-Gov. T. M. Waller of Connecticut, 
new United States Consul-General at Londos 
and at present af home on leave of absence, was 
atthe Murray Hill Hotel last night, where he 
was seen by a representative of THe TIMES. 
The Consul-General said he had declined to ap- 
pear im the Presidential campaign as a speaker, 
not because he did not desire to do everything 
he could la the interest of his party, but because 
such participation would be fn direct violation 
of the established policy of the State Depart- 


Ment. Other United States officials might or 
might not have the right to appear on political 
platforms, but there was no doubt that the 
traditions of the Consular Service were all 
against it. 

In response to inquiries whether he had the 
opinion of the State Department oa the matter, 
the Governor said he had communicated with 
the department on the subject before he left 
London and received the following reply, which 
he felt authorized to give the publie to show 
that his aetion was not singular, but was in pur- 
= of well-settled rules of civil service re- 
orm:

Stk: I have to acknowledge the receipt of your 
dispatch No. 296 of the 5th inst. im which you re- 
quest the opinion of the department as tothe pro- 
priety of a consular officer, while on leave of ab- 
sence in the United States, taking any active pub- 
lic part in @ pelitical canvass. 

In your dispatch No. 287 of Aug. 31, 1888, asking 
for leave of absence, you wrote: *‘Notwithstandip 
newspaper rumors to the contrary, [ need not, 
hope, say that I have no intention to take any part 
in the piven, J tome cunvass While I am a United 
States Consul-General, except as a voter.” 

The department observed with much satisfaction 
the remarks just quoted, and, relying upon this 
statement of your intentious, the leave of absence 
asked for by you was accorded. You now inform 
the department that you have recently received let- 
ters from your friends expressing the hope that you 
would appear in the Presidential campaign; but 
you have replied thereto that vou thought your com- 
pliance with their wishes would be contrary to the 
spirit, if not the letter, of the consular regulations, 
and would subject you to the censure of the depart- 
ment. Youask to be advised whether you are cor- 
rect in this understanding. 

In reply [ have bo hesitation in saying, as the 
view of the department, that it is not considered 
proper for consular officers while on leave of ab- 
sence in the United States to take any active part in 
@ political canvass, and I entirely concur in the 
opinions expressed by you upon the subject. Itis 
hoped, therefore, that you will adhere to the de- 
termination you have already expressed. 

It has been and is woe poxpese of the President to 
give the people of the United States an honest and 
just administration, and to leave them free at the end 
of his term to express themselves for or againat the 
record so made without official interference or in- 
struction, I am, Sir, your obedient servant,

FIREMEN WORK FOR GRANT 


MEMBERS OF THE FORCE SO- 
LICITING VOTBRS FOR HIM. 
MAYOR HEWITT TAKES THE COMMIS- 
SIONERS TO TASK FOR VIOLATING 

THEIR OWN RULES. 

In the first row of delegates at theCounty 
Convention of the Purrey Central Democratic 
Association, which indorsed the nominees of 
Tammany Hall, was the Captain of a down- 
town firecompany. In the body of tne dele- 
gatesthere wore doubtless other members of 
the department orer which Mr. Purrey presides. 
This is a fair inference from the prominent 
place of the Captain delegate, and from the 
fact that sinco the corvention indorsed the can- 
didasy ef Mr. Hugh J. Grant for Mayor, fire- 
men in full uniform have gone about the city 
requesting their friends te support him. 

Their activity in this way has been unchecked, 
because most of the men they approached did 
not have enough public spirit to expose them, 
and they would still be free to negiect their 
duty and iadulge ix partisan polities if two of 
them had not been foolish enough to approach 
Mr. F. B. Thurber. That gentleman gave his 
visitors some good advice, and, while they were 
taking a hurried walk to digest it, he wrote a 
letter of complaint to Mayor Hewitt, telling him 
that he tnoughtit was the duty of firemen to 
put out fires and not te arouse political ardor. 


Mayor Hewitt agreed with Mr. Thurber and 
wrote the following letter of warning to the 
Fire Commissioners: 
MayoOr’s OFFICE, NEW-YORK, Oct. 22, 1883. 
Ftenry D. Purroy, Esq., Richard Croker, £eg., and 
Fitz John Porter, Esq., Commissioners of the Fire 
Department : 

GENTLEMEN: I am informed by Mr. Frascis B. 
Thurber, a well-known citizen, that on Saturday 
two firemen in uniform called at his office with a 
feper pledging signers to vote for Mr. Grant for 

ayor and solicited his signature. Mr. Thurber, in 
his letter to me, says that he thinks this is all 
wrong, and thatuo public employe should be per- 
mitted to use the influence of his official position 
for or against any candidate. In thisopinien Mr. 
Thurber is unquestionably right. I remind you that 
on the 30th day of August last you issued acircular 
to the members of the uniformed force to the ful- 
lowing effect: 

“It shall be the duty of every officer and member 
of the uniformed force of this department to strict- 
ly conform to the following rules: 

“21. Not to be a delegate or representative to, or 
a member of, any political or partisan convention 
whose purpose. is the Bumination of a candidate for 
any political office.” 

Notwithstanding the promulgation of this rale, 
I learn that Mr. Purroy and Mr. Croker, who do not 
wear the uniform of the department, but who 
snould, from their position as Commissioners, set 
anexample to the aniformed force, have both besn 
mem bers of political conventions, whose purpose it 
was to put in nomination candidates for political 
ori yaa This was a violation, not of the letter, 

ut of the spirit of the rules. The same violation of 
the sound principle upon which this circular was 
based is still coutinued, possibly in ignorance on 
your part that the members of your force are en- 
gaged in an effortto secure the success of political 
candidates. After the receipt of this letter, how- 
ever, there wiil be no excuse for the continuance of 
this state of things in the department, in regard to 
which I request that you will take immediate ac- 
tion. Yours respectfuliy, 

ABRAM 8S. HEWITT, Mayor 

In the body of the original draft of this letter 
was a sentence presamabdly much stronger than 
anything above printed. Rumor bas it that it 
contained a threat to try Commissioners Purroy 
aud Croker on charges, if they did not abate 
their political enthusiasm. But before the ra- 

porters were permitted to see the letter, Mayor 
Hewltt had carefuliy marked out the senteuce 
with a blue pencil, and he refused to satisfy the 
curlosity of inquirers respecting its terms. 

When asked yesterday whether he had beer 
approached by Mr. William Steinway in pur- 
suance of that gentieman’s effort t» oring about 
harmony between Tammany Hall and the Cvuun- 
ty Democracy Mayor Hewitt said he had not. 
All he knew of Mr. Steinway’s anxiety in the 
matter he had learned from the newspapers. 
“But,” ke said, “I sincerely hope that Mr. 
Steluway will succeed, if he is really making an 
effort for union. I am anxious to be free, aud 1 
will, therefore, pledge myself te use my in- 
fluence to induce the Citizens’ Committee to in- 

dorse a suitable union candidate.” In this Mr. 
Hewitt goes further than he has gone before, 
but on the same lines that he bas pursued since 
the talk about his candidacy was begun. Proof 
that he has been consistent throughout Js sup- 
plied by the following letter, which he wrote to 
Mr. William Hogg of 52 Ferry-strest on Sept 
24 last, 10 days before the citizens nominated 
him and 11 days before Tammany nominated 
Mr. Grant: 

“Tam har much obliged to yen for the friendly 
teeling manifested in your letter of the 22d inst. 1 
will explain to you my position. so that {t m«y not 
pe misunderstood eitherin Tammany Hall or any- 
where else. I find the duties of the Mayor's office 
to be so very great that I am always in doubt 
whether I can continue from day to day to do the 
work. Hence I feel that the office should be held 
by some one who is stronger and more self-confident 
than I am. 

“In view of my experience here I de net feel that I 
have the moral right to turn the City Government 
over to any orgauization which will run it simply 
for what it is worth to the organization. I want w 
turn it over to a man who will be independent, hou- 
est, intelligent, and fearless. It such « man cannot 
be found, and I think the City Goverament is to be 
made a prey to oftice seekers. I shall reel constrained 
to accept a nomination. But lam doing wy best to 
prevent such a result. Thereare mauy mes who 
will fill this office with credit to themselvea aud 
advantage to the city, and among them I ean name 
Andrew H. Green as aman who has all the qualities 
required for a successful administration, provided 
he gives no pledges. 

«There is no good ground for the antipathy of the 
leaders in Tammany Hall to me, except the coavie- 
tion which thev have from experience that I caunot 
be used for their personal advantage, If they ware 
as sincerely anxious as they profess to be for goud 
government they would beimportuning me 60 .ake 
the nomination instead of resisting the current 
which sets that way. Personaliy I have no doubt 
that a large part of the Tammany following wouid 
be satisfied with me, but I caunot hope to satisfy 
certain interests, which yon and | perfectly ua- 
derstand, now in control of the organization.” 

Mr. Steinway has intimated that if he is not 
successful in finding a tit candidate for Mayor 
to replace Messrs. Hewitt and Grant he will ase 
his influence to prevent the United German De- 
mocracy from indorsing Mayor Hewitt. But 
that he will be unsuccessful in his effort is in- 
dicated by the numerous letters that are sent 
to Mayor Hewitt every day by German eitizens, 
praising him for his liberal views and honest 
administration of the affairs of the city, and 
pledging him their support. 

A funny turn te the talk about 
possible withdrawal from the canvass was 
given yesterday by arumorthat Mrs. Cynthia 
Leonard, the Equal Rights candidate for Mayor, 
had asked him to withdraw in her favor, or at 
least meet her on the stump and debate local 
issues with ker. Mr. Hewitt iaughed heartily 
when he heard the rumor, and said: ‘* I haven’t 
got time to withdraw in Mrs. Leonard’s favor, 
ner have I time to debate with her.” 

The name of Frederick W. Devoe was on the 
list of Vice-Presidents of the recent Tammany 
Hall meeting at which the nomination of Mr. 
Hugh J. Grant was ratified. Mr. Devoe did not 
authorize the use of his name. He will vote for 
Mayor Hewitt's re-election. , 

The persistent attempts of Mayor Hewitt’s 
enemies to falsify his position on the Irish ques- 
tion in order to prejudice the voters of that Da- 
tionality against him are only reviving recollec- 
tions of utterances of the Mayor, made when 
their possible politica! effect was remote. They 
show him to be as brave and sincere a friend of 
Treland’s cause as there is among ail of Amert- 
ca’s statesmen. 

The following letter to the editor of Ti# 
TIMES is a specimen illustration: 

NEW-YORK, Oct. 20, 1883. 

I have never yet seen a correct report of what 
Mayor Hewitt said at the Jubilee celebration at the 
Metropolitan Opera House.

This was avery bold and.undiplomatiec speech t 
make toa large and influential gathering of Angle 
Americans if Mr. Hewitt wero simply tuadying foi 
votes, bat it elicited our hearty applause, for ther 
are thousands of men like myself, Fuglish by birtl 
and education, to-day naturalized and loya! citizen 
of the United States who warmiy advocate selt-gov 
ernment for Ireland. But our Irish friends do na 
seem to know home rule when they see it, for the) 
are down on Mayor Hewitt, who has given New 
York City the best “home rule” she has had fa 
many & year. 

Mayor Hewitt was applied to for a confirma 
tion of the utterances attributed to him. Hi 
said: “Itis quite a long time sinee [ made tha 
address, and I cannet easily recall it now. 
remember that I appreciated the embarrass 
meats of the position. I was bound intommo! 
deceney to put myself in aceord with the audi 
ence, which was a truly magnificent one. Afte 
speaking of the Queen, as your correspouden 
reports me, I remember saying substantiall 
this: ‘I hope this long aud glorious reign wil 
not come to an end before justice is done to Ire 
land,’ and continued ip a very short addres 
which was entirely spontaneous, sudstantiall 
as your correspendent writes.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Judge Britton A. Hill, one of the: oldest and 
most prominent of St. Louis citizens, died Sunday, 
aged 72. He was @ personal friepd of President 
Lincoln during the war, and his theory of anew 
scheme ot finance based upon legal-tender notes was 
adopted in 1861. He was author of a number of 
works on political economy. 

Joseph E. Ainsworth, who died ef consump- 
tion in Dedham, Mass., on Saturday, at the age of 
65, was for more than 30 years in business in this 
city, most of that time as a partner in the achool- 
book publishing house of Potter, Ainsworth & Oo 
107 Chambers-strest. About a year since he decided 
to retire from activo business and sold his home at 
Englewood, N. J., and his interests in the old firm. 
Mr. Ainsworth has since lived in Dedham, bis oid 
family home. He leaves a widow and five grown 
children—two sons and three daughters. 

Gen. James Craig died suddenly Sunday nicht, 
at St. Joseph, Mo,, of cancer of the neck, aged 74, 
He was one of the most prominent men in MissourL 
He sat in Oongress with Thomas 4. Hendricks be- 
fore the war, He commanded the Union forces at 
St. Joseph during the rebellien, was Circuit Attor- 
ney of the Platt Purchase, comprising all Northeast 
Missouri; was first President of the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph Railwya—the first line built across the 
State—the first Controller of St. Joseph, and had ec- 
cupied numerous other places of honorand trast. 
He was a leading Democratic politician. 


The Rev, Pardee Butler, for mapy years a 
resident of Atchison, Kay., died there Sunday, The 
deceased gentleman resided in Atexjsen sinee 1855, 
Seon after his arrival there a public meeting was 
held, at which it was decided that a mar named 
Keliy should leave the town because of his pro- 
nounced Freo State views. The Kev, Mr, Butler de- 
clined to sign the petition which was passed, where- 
upon he was seized, placed on a raft cemposed of 
two logs. and, with a loaf of bread for snetenance, 
set afloaton the Misseurt River, He was rescued at 
Port Huron after a perilons ride and returned to his 
home, where he lived uutil his death, Hewasa bold 
and fearless man, and soop earned the respect of 
those who had persecuted him. 

Edward Gallup, Assistant General Manager 
of the Lake Shore Railway, died of pneumonia and 
diphtheria last evening at Cleveland, Ohio, after an 
iliness of ten days. A special funeral train will 
leave Cleveland at 2 P. M. to-day to convey the re- 
mains to Springfield, Mass. Mr. Gallup was born 
in Brooklyn, Conn., Aug. 20,1842, He began his 
Tailway career in April, 1869, as Passenger Agent 
of the Ohio and Mississippi at Cincinnati. After- 
ward he became successively General Passenger 
Agentof the Kankakee Line, foint agent of Kanka- 
kee and Pittsburg, Cincinnati and St. Louis pool 
at Chicago, General Passenger Agent, Assistant 
General Superintendent, and Genera) Sauperintend- 
ent of the Boston and Albany, and Dee. 1, 18x86, 
was appointed Assistaut General Manager of the 
Lake Shore, in which position he practically man- 
aged the entire system, having his home and head- 
quarters at Cleveland. He was a popular man both 
in and out of railway circles, 

John W. Simons died at Central Valley, N, Y., 
yesterday morning, after an illness of nearly four 
months, from general debility. Mr. Simons was 70 
years of age, haying been born in this city in Octo- 
ber, 1918. He wasa jonrnalist and littérateur of 
much versatility, and was especially preminent in 
the Masonic order, which he enteredin 1844 7 
joining independent Lodge, No. 7, F.and A. M. 
This lodge is now designated es No. 185, Mr. 
Simens was Grand Master of Masons of tne 
State of New York in 1860, was Grand 
Treasurer of the Grand Lodge of New-York. 
and was Grand Treasurer of the Grand Kn- 
campment of the United States until the pres- 
ent term. He wrote many valuable text books 
on Masonry and the following recognized 
works: “Book of the Commandery; 2 Monitor 
for the Order of Masonic Knighthood;” “ Fa- 
miliar Treatise on Masonic Jurisprudence,” and 
“Comparison of Egyptian Symbols with Those of 
the Hebrews.” This last was translated from the 
Freach of Frederick Portal. He had also been for 
40 years the Masonic cditor of the Sunday Dispatch, 
a position that he held at the time of his death. Mr. 
Simons was of a remarkably social disposition, and 
was noted for his fluency as an orator. He leaves a 
widow, his second wife, and several grown children. 

Peter J. O’Denohue, one of the foremost 
wholesale coffee dealers in America, died at his 
residence, llu Lee-avenue, Brookiyn, on Saturday 
night. The death of the gentlemar, whose figure 
was afamiliarone in down-town business circles, 
came as a shoek to his friends because of its tnex- 
pectedness. A week ago Saturday hoe was at his 
place of business in the best of health, apparently, 
He wentout about noon and took a position on Bread. 
Way to witness the Business Men's Cleveland anda 
Thurman demonstration.

When City Works Commissioner John P, 
Adams ealled the cenyention to order the 
Atheneum wae packed, he crowa was yelling 
for Kane, and half » dozen men in the gallery 
waved a big silk banner, “ Cleveland, Thurman, 
and Hill,” and ‘‘ For County Olerk, James Kane.” 
When the “tip” was given out a wise man 
pinned 9 piece of white cambrie over the 
words “ For County Clerk.” 

After an organization had been effected by the 
unanimeus election of Police Justice Thomas J. 
Kenna as Chairman and James B. Bauck as Sec- 
petery, nominations for Register were called 
for. Patrick Keady presented the name of Al- 
derman James Kane of the Sixth Ward. But 
even he was net certaia what office Kane was to 
fill, for he hesitated and came very near nomi- 

ating him for a ga | Clerk. He referred to 
Kanes war record and bis service on the Brook- 
lyn police foree and inthe Board of Aldermen. 
He hit at McLaughlin when he demanded the 
selection. of Kane “ without regard to personali- 
ties,” and congratulated the convention upon 
having a chance at last to nominate a verre 
sentative ef the working peevle, The nomina- 
tion was seconded by half a dozen delegates, 
and Kane was chosen unanimously. A commit- 
tee went after him, and he appeared before the 
convention and made a short epeech, 

The remainder of the business of the eonven- 
tien occupied only half an hour, Ex-Assembly- 
man Connolly nominated Jehn Cottier of the 
Eignteenth Ward for County Clerk, and, after 
several delegates had praised him, he, too, was 
unanimously elected. The same course was 
pursued in renominating Harry Adams for 
County Treasurer aud John McMahon for Asso- 
ciate Justios of Sessiens. These three candi- 
dates also addressed the convention, after 
whieh that body adjourned. 

Supervigor-et-Large John A. Quintard pre- 
sided at the City Convention, held inthe Athe- 
nipum at 8 o'clock last evening, and William B. 
Heard was elected Secretary. The only business 
was the selection of candidates for Controller 
and Auditor, and this was considered in just 20 
minutes. alter L. Livingston, the present 
Controller, was renominated unanimously after 
Secretary Heard had named him in a short 
speech. Then Auditor Thomas B. Rutan was 
also rernominated by a unanimous vote, and the 
cenvention adjourned, 

James Kane isa native Irishman, 47 years 
old. He has lived in Grookiyn for 42 years, and 
is one of the most popular men among Demo- 
cratsin the county. He wenttothe war as a 
Lieutenant with Gen. Spinola, and was pro- 
moted to a Captaincy for bravery. He was sen- 
tenced to be shot by Gen. Butler for desertion, 
but proved that he had simply overstaid his 
leave of absenee on aceount of sickness and 
was pardoned. At a recent investigation by 
Congress he was cleared of blame. In 1867 he 
jomed the Brooklyn police force, but: resigned 
in 1874 to become an Alderman. He has been 
a member of the board ever since. 

John Cottier was bornin the Isle of Man 45 
years ago. He is in the dry goods business, is 
Vice-President of the Board of Education, and 
represente the Fifth Congressional Distriet in 
the Demoeratic &tate Committee. 

Harry Adams is the present County Treas- 
urer. He was first elected in 1882 by 8,000 
plurality and again in 1885 by 15,000 plurality. 

W. L. Livingston is 50 yeara ~ and a law- 
yer. Hewas elected Surrogate in 1876, and 
Controller in 1886, 

Thomas B, Rutan is a builder and contractor 
and au old soldier. He has been Chairman of 
the Grand Army Memorial Committee, and isa 
member of the Solaiers and Sailors’ Monument 
Cemmittee, He was Superintendent of the 
new Federal Building in Breoklyn, but re- 
sigped when he was elected City Auditor in

HISS WILLARD RE-ELROTED. 


FOR: ANOTHER YEAR: LEADER OF THE 


TEMPERANCE’ WOMEN. 

-The fourth day of the Woman's:Christian 
Temperanee Union Convention at the Metropol- 
itan Opera House proved too short to take in 
the programme provided fer it. The excite- 
ment naturally attendant upon the election of 
officers for the ensuing year, and the ripples 
raised by the frequent objections and remon- 
stranees of Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, the chief 
woman exponent of the Republican platform, 


made it the most memorable day of the whole 
meeting. 

Miss Willard callea the session to order,.but 
when the election of officers was reached Mrs. 
Mary T. Lathrop of Michigan was-in the-ohair. 
The informal ballot for President resulted as 
follows: For Miss Willard, 360; for Mrs. J. 
Ellen Foster, 6; scattering, 25,.a totalof 891 
votes. Mrs, Foster moved that the informal 
ballot be made a formal one and that Miss Wil- 
lard be-declared elected; It was seconded and 
carried and a committee was appointed to bring 
Mies Willard to the platform, When she ap- 
peared, flushed with excitement and smiling 
her hardest to keep baek her tears, the house 
went wild with enthusiasm and thousands of 
white handkerchiefs fluttered excitedly up and 
down. Whenthe convention quieted down Miss 
Willard made a little speech of thanks, saying the 
sight reminded her of Tennyson’s line, Silver 
sails all opt in tho west,” and that hers was a 
wonderful position for a timid littls woman to 
eccupy. She, when a child on a Wisconsin 
farm, used to run out of the back door when 
there came a knock at the front, rather than 
face anybody, but she was now asmuch at home 
in this great assemblage as she was on her 
father’s kneo, She expressed the belief that 
those who had not voted for her were atill ner 

ersonal friends and pledged herself to protect 
he rights ef the minority. A motion te tele- 
grapk the result of the election and the best 
wishes of the convention to Miss Willard’s 
mother was carried by acclamation. 

Mrs. ©. B. Buell, Mrs. Mary A. Woodbridge, 
Miss Esther Pugh, and Mrs. L. M. N. Stevens were 
re-elected to the positions of Corresponding 
Secretary, Recording Seoretary, Treasurer, and 
Assistant Secretary, respectively. 

At the afternoon session a wmemorial service 
was first held, and then came the effort of the 
Foster faction to have the following section of 
the by-laws repealed: 


“ Any resolution referring to our attitnde toward 
political parties shall be decided by vete without 
discussion,”’ 

Although a great deal of business was rushed 
in and gotten through with while the Foster 
people fonght for a hearing, they stuck to their 
work and succeeded in gaining their point, 

Mrs. Weeks of Pennsylvania started the dis- 
cussion by ealling it the most absurd by-law 
ever enacted, and asked in the name of common 
sense that it be repealed, and several other 
ladies spoke in the same strain. Mrs. Foster 
said that, while the minority that she represented 
had been forbidden to express their opinion, the 
opinions of the mer ad been freely aired, 

Miss Willard called for a rising vote on the 
question,and the by-law was repealed by a vote 
of 253 to 40. 

J. W, Jones of Rochester, the Prohibition can- 
didate for Governor of this State, was presented 
to the convention and made afew remarks, and 
Senator Bliair’s * Lord’s Day’’ bill was read by a 
member of the Ohio delegation. Mrs, Carse 
read an interesting report of the work of the 
Publication Association, showing that women 
yaade as good printers 48 men, even to the 
“making up” part of the business, and that 
the old idea that printing office must be the 
Gistiost place on garth had no footing in their 
office. 

The evening session was opened by Mrs. N. H, 
Knox with a very large audtence apes The 
boxes were well filled and among the noted peo- 
ple to be seen were Miss Kate Field of Califor- 
nia and Miss Lilian Whiting of Boston. After 
the usual opening exercises Miss President Will- 
ard introduced as the first speaker of the even- 
ing Mrs. Annie Jenness Miller, the editress of 
Dress, Who spoke upon the subject, ‘*‘ How to 
Dress.”” Thore was nothing in Mrs. Miller’s ap- 
pearance to indicate to the unpracticed eye 
that she was the radical reformer which she 
afterward proved to be by her discourse. She 
attacked with the utmost vigor the dress of the 
women of the day, giving a particularly severe 
blow to what she called * that wretched hump, 
the bustie.”’ In regard to it she said: “ If nature 
bad endowed women with such a disgraceful 
deformity she would have searched the world 
over if necessary to find a surgeon to remove 
1t.”” 

Mrs. Miller thought that “if the whole race of 
mankind were put in women’s dress as now in 
fashion they would in a month become gibdber- 
ing idiots or dead men.” Sie favored banishing 
the potticoat, introducing divided skirts and 
light bone waists, said she had never worn 
cersets but one week in her life, and ther 
astonished every one by declaring that she had 
already adopted and was Wearing the style of 
dress she advocated. 

An interesting part ofthe evening session was 
the memorial of the fameus crusade of 1874, a 
sketch of it being very eloquently given by 
Mrs. Judge Thompson, a lady 72 years of age, 
and a veteran in the cause. Mrs. Olara Hoffman 
of Missourl made ap address which was ver 
warmly received, and Mrs. Lathrop follewed, 
A telegram was received during the session 
from John A. Brooks congratulating the union, 
and another from Washington announced that 
Justice Lamar had banded down a decision up- 
holding the constitutionajity of the Iowa law 
prohibiting the manufacture of liquor to be ex- 
ported to other States, A beautiful banner was 
presented to the delegation from Dakota for 
being,the Territory which had shown the largest 
pro rata increase of membership during the year. 

The committee appointed to censider the 
question as to the admissien of partisanship in 
the policy or discussiens of the union had a fong 
and animated meeting at the Broadway Taber- 
nacle last evenixg. Mrs, J. Ellen Foster, who 
has been endeavoring so earnestly to bring the 
Republican Party of Iowa to the notice of tne 
convention through the medium of a memorial 
indorsing its platform, came out bravely in 
tavor of non-partisanship, 1t being evident that 
if the conventien were to attach itself to the 
cause of any party it would be that of Prohibi- 
tion. She said: ‘I want our unions to held a 
position of non-partisanship, by which i mean I 
wish it as an organization not to ally itself or 
pledge itself to any party.” 

Resolutiens offered by Mrs. Aldrich of Iowa 
were passed to the effect that those members in 
favor of non-partisan werk in the union pledge 
thessselves to secure the just discussion during 
the present year and the most intelligent action 
in the next aunual meetiug of the union upon 
the amendment. 





MR. CROSBY RENOMINATED. 

The Republicans of the Twenty-first As- 
sembly District held their Assembly and Alder- 
manic Conventions last night, The delegates to 
the former unanimvuusly renominated Ernest H. 
Crosby, the father of the High Lieense bill, to 
succeed himself in the Assembly. A letter 
from Mr. Orosby, in which he said that private 
matters would prevent his accepting the nomi- 
nation was read, and a commitcee, of which 
James R. Davies is Chairman, was appointed to 
wait on him and insist that he should accept. 
The conventien adjourned until Thursday even- 
ing. The committee will meet at Mr. Davies’s 
oitice, 13 Park-row, at 11 this morning. 

The Aldermanic Convention was a stormy 
one. George W. Lyon was selected Chairman, 
and then an effort was made to adjourn, so that 
one of the many mon who were anxious to run 
for the seat now occupied by Alderman Walton 
Storm, Democrat, ceuld be settled upon. This 
was veted down. On the informal ballot Peter 
A. Miller got 13 ef the 30 votes, Charles P. San- 
ford 5, James WH. Phipps 7, and H. R. 
Poole 4 The Chairman did not vote. Thir- 
teen proved an unlucky number for Mr, 
Miller. On the next three ballots be only 
got 12 votes. The balloting was sandwiched 
in between efferts to sngenre. On the fourth 
formal ballot Charles W. Turner veted for 
James A. Blanchard, whose name had not pre- 
viously been mentioned. Immediately there 
was @ general changing of votes to Mr. Blanch- 
ard and the ballet resulted in his getting 22 
votes to My. Millor’s 8, and Mr. Blauchard’s 
nomination was made unanimous. Mr. Blaneh- 
ard resides at 3 East Beventy-seventh-street, is 
a lawyer, ana is Vice-President ef the National 
League of Repunblican Clubs. A committee was 
appointed to nutify him of bis nomination.

THE RAND-AVERY FAILURE. 

Boston, Oct, 22.—The assignment of the 
Rand-Avery Company, the long-established 
printing house, is likely to prove but a tem- 
porary dilficulty, and was due to the firm’s de- 
sire to protect all creditors and prevent attach- 
ment by any individualcreditor. The liabilities 
are about $150,000 and the quick assots are 
said to be equal in amount, not including the 
value of the plant, which is estimated at $300,- 
000 as it stands. The profits of the past nine 
months aro certified to be $45,000, and the tirim 
has an immense ameuntot business on hand 
which must be pushed to completion. The 
statement telegraphed abroad that the trouble is 
due tu the debts of the old concern—the indebt- 
edness of the company at the time of its reor- 
ganization about cwo years ago—is erroneous, 
and is repudiated by those interested in the 
present company and by those connected with 
the eld company. The trouble arose from a 
lack of quick capital snfticient to meet any de- 
mand that might be made upon a business so 
extensive as that carried on by this firm. 





FOUND IN EUROPEAN MUSEUMS. 

Dr. J. 8S. Newberry lectured before the New 
York Academy of Sciences, in Hamilton Hall, Co- 
lum bia College, last evening, concerning the great 
museums of Europe that he visited during the Sum. 
mer. He described the arrangement of the South 
Kensington Museum, told how dolighted he was 
with what he saw there and at the Brussels, 
Berlin, and Aix-la-Chapelle Museums, especially in 
the line of extinct antinals. In Lrussels he saw a 
skeleton ot what must have been the paleozoic 
due, to judge by the sizo of his brain box and tho 
out of his nails. The brussels Museum also boasts 
of two real novelties—a sort of pterodactyl—a fish- 
bird with a mouth like a bear trap, and a singularly 
complete mammoth built in squares and sections,

“LITTLE “DOUBT THAP HH TOOK GIs. 


; OWN LIF#. 

Boston, Oct. 22.—Royal M. ‘Pulsifer-was 
buried te-day with the utmost privacy, only the 
members of the family being present. His sad 
death has for the time become an absorbing 
topic of discussion,.and many are the rumors 
afloat-concerning the manner in which it was 
brought about. No one doubts that Mr. Pulsifer 
took his-own life, but the truth is known only to 
avery few, possibly to not more than halfa dozen 
people. The very fact that those who do know 
absolutely decline te commit themselves or to 
discuss the matter in any but the most general 
way confirms the belief in suicide. Through 
sympathy for the family and esteem for ye 
Pulsifer himself, the Boston papers with one ex- 
ception have accepted the Herald’s version of 
the matter, and refrained from all attempts to 
verify the rumors, 

Mr. E. M. Whiting, the private secretary of 
Mr. Pulsifer, attributes the death to trouble of 
the heart, aggravated by mental disturbance. 
The employe who found the derd man in the 
guest room at Islington states that he found 
Mr. Pulsifer on the bed, apparently sound 
asleep. He had got into bed without undress- 
ing, and had drawn tne clothes over him, and 
looked, says the man, as calm and natural as if 
in life. here were no signs of emotion or suf- 
fering apparent. He states that he called Dr, 
Woodman and stood by while this physician and 
the medical examiner examined the body, and 
heard them say that Mr. Pulsifer died suddenly 
—a)lmost as soon as he Jaid down—and from a 
natural cause, This man’s story weuld indi- 
cate that there was no truth in the report that 
Mr, Pulsifer shot himself through the beart, but 
it strengthens the theory that death was the re- 
sultof an opiate taken with suicidal intent, 
Mr, Pulsifer’s habits of life were not such 4s to 
lead him te retire without undressing. 

This death recalls the peculiar history of 
Islington, and the unhappy fate ef all who have 
lived at this bgautiful spot. Islington is the 
most eharming place on the Charles River. In 
a bena of the river E. D. Winslow built the 
residence in which Mr. Pulsifer died, when he 
(Winslow) was engaged in those swindlin 
schemes by which he victimized so many soli 
men of Bosten., After his filght the property 
came into the hands ef Mr. Pulsifer, A short 
distance away was the country residence of 
Benyon, the defaulting President of the Pacific 
Bank, who died in Canada notlongago. The 
nearest house in another direction was also oe- 
cupled by 8 man whose crooked ways reeently 
rendered a trip abroad advisable. New Mr. Pul- 
sifer has passed away just in time to avoid the 
moat disastrous financial wreck since the death 
of William Gray by his own hand, There is no 
doubt about Bir. Pulsifer’s financial distress, 
apd equally no doubt that he was always the 
victim and never the one to do wrong to others. 
Just how deeply he was involved in the Pacific 
Bank swindle only those immediately inter- 
ested will ever know. His unfortunate invest- 
ments at Hotel Pemberton and in the Nantucket 
Railroad have long been the surprise of shrewd 
business men,and the same might be said of 
his singular readiness to invest in railroad and 
business enterprises in Georgia when s0 many 
substantial investments wore ready to his hand, 
He was President of the Marietta and North 
Geergia Ruilroad, and was probably the largest 
stockholder. 

The latest scheme in which he was induced to 
investisa conduit system by which he and his 
associates expected to obtain a menopoly ef 
Beston’s streets for laying underground wires, 
It‘is said that he had a large sum tied up in this, 
with very slight prospect of ever obtaining 
the right of way er monopoly by which alone 
there would be a possibility of reaping divi- 
dends. Mr. Pulsifer’s paper has been refused by 
the banks of late, and it is reported among the 
many rumors afloat that a note for $125,000 
went to protest on the last day that he was seen 
alive. Another story is to the effect that a writ 
had been placed in the bands of a Sheriff, and 
thatit was that official whe first discovered 
the death. Theso are only samples of the many 
things that are said and that cannot be traced 
to anthentic sources or even denied, owing to 
the efforts to suppress all details of the sad oc- 
currence. 

The Board of Aldermen to-night passed over 
the Mayor’s veto by a vote of 8 to 4 the order 
granting Henry E. Cobb, Royal M. Pulsifer, 
Henry E. Chapman, and their assigns leave to 
open up the eity streets for the purpose of lay- 
ing eonduits for eleetric wires.

DIRECTOR STEARNS TELLS WHERE THE 


PLAYERS WILL GO. 

DertTrRoIT, Mich., Oct. 22.—Director Sterns 
of the Detreit Baseball Club returned this morn- 
ing from his Eastern trip, and was promptly 
asked for a repert of his doings. “ Yes” he 
said, “ the team is just as good as disposed of, 
but there have beer no contracts made yet, and 
no money has been turned over. HKoston has 
signified her intention of taking Brouthers, 
Richardson, White, Ganzel, and Bennett. The 
Boston papers said the price paid for these 
men was $30,000, but that figure is not 
correct, I was reguested by the Boston 
Management not to mention the price 
in any instances, and will not do 
it now. Philadelphia has taken Thompson 
and the price to be paid is $5,000. Pittsburg is 
after Conway and Rowe, and is likely to get 
them. The only men we have left now who do 
not have anything in view are Getzien, Hanlon, 
Campau, and Wells, The rest of the men will 
go with the franchise to Cleveland. That city 
will get the franchise without adoubt. It has 
been stated that the price to be paid for the 
franchise will be $10,000, but the figure is not 
right, and I aw not at liberty te say what 1t is. 
I say these deals have not actually been made, 
and the matter is left in the players’ hands. If 
Boston e¢an induce Brouthers to sign with them 
we will get the price that has been bargained 
for. It will be so with all the playera. They 
will act in the matter as they see fit. 

“lt was absolutely out of the question for us 
to continue with the expensive club we had on 
hand. In our three years that we have had the 
team it has cost us $60,000, and no dividends 
have been paid. This year the patronage was 
80 miserably small that there no longer existed 
adoubt as toits fate. Cleveland will now take 
up the banner, and perhaps in a few years, 
after the interest has revived here, and Cleve- 
lana has had enough of League ball, we can 
have another club here, but motnow. I think 
the salary question is going to play a great part 
in baseball discussion that will ensue during 
the coming month.

‘PUSHING HIS OAMPAIGN ON THE-TEM~ 


PERANCE ISSUB. 

AMSTERDAM, N. Y., Oct. 22:;—Warner 
Miller, the Republican, candidate for Governer, 
made three.speeches to-day in the:Mohawk Val- 
ley—two in Montgomery County, and one in 
Fulton County. While traveling to Canajoharie 
he was intercepted at Johnstown by several 
thousand glovemakere of that place, and deliv- 
ered a apesch of 10 minutes in length, dwelling 
upon the Republican issues of temperance re- 
form and ballot reform, In Canajoharie-in the 
afternoon he addressed 2,000 citizens in the 
Wagner Opera House. There were many Demo- 
erats present. Ex-Senater James Askell, who 
acted as Chairman, introduced the Republican 
candidate for Governor. Mr. Miller dwelt es- 
pecially upon the temperance issue, He read 
extracts from the -epeeen which Gov. Hill deliy- 
livered im Brooklym on Thursday evening, and. 
criticised the reasons which Mr. Hill gave for 
vetoing the High License bills, the Vedder Ex- 
cise bill, the bills prohibiting the sale ef liquor 
in the State Capitol, and the bill prohibiting the 
sale of liquor within half @ mile of the Willard 
Insane Asylum. In relation to these reasons 
Mr. Miller said: 

“These are but excuses of the Governor for acting 
as he did, and, with all due respect tothe Governor, 
I mustsay his reasons are frivolous. However, he 
seems to talk as if he was a counsel for the liquor 

ealers, arguing their case before the people of this 

tate. 1f you will read his Brooklyn speceh you 
Will see that he says that this temperance measure, 
if ithaa beeome a law, would have injured the 
country hotel keepers, that this other temperanes 
measure would have hurt the retail liquor dealers, 
And so he ie on, always giving as his reason for 
vetoing a bill that 1s would have harmed this or 
that class of liquor dealers. Nota word dess he say 
about the thousands of homes that are made deso- 
late by this liquor traffic, and not a word about the 
palpable necessity of reducing the number of low 
dives and groggeries, if our youth are to be pro- 
tected from the temptations that now beset them. 
Oh, no; if he had signed tho temperance measures 
some hardships would have como upon the liquor 
trade, and therefore he vetoed them. Hearguvs as 
the advocate of the liquer interest, but any fair- 
minded ie | will acknowledge that hig reasons are 
frivolous. would not have made that Brooklyn 
apeech—I mean the portion in which Mr. Hill refera 
to the liquor trade—if he had given me a commis- 
sion to be Governor of the State of New-York for 
the remainder of my life.” 

Thore were 3,000 men grouped about the

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HARMONY WITH A HATCHET. 


THIRTEENTH DISTRICT REPUBLICANS DO 
NOT WANT SENATOR GIBBS, 

The Republicans of the Thirteenth Assem- 
bly District had something to dream upon tast 
night. The ‘machine’ reseived such a atar- 
producing pair of black eyes that 1t is doubttul 
whether even one of Senator Gibbs’s men goes 


to the Assembly, let alone that gentleman get- 
ting back to Albany himself, 

Ever since the union of the Cewie and “ma- 
chine” factions in the Thirteenth District early 
in the Autumn by orderof the Natienal Repub- 
liean Committee there has been a surface 
Bmeothness, but there were suflicient reefs be- 
low to cause a boiling undercurrent. That 
James A. Cowie was to berenominated to the 
Board of Aldermen was a foregone conclusion, 
but who was to be the Assembly nominee? Tha 
members of the Cowie faction were disposed 
from the first to rebel against the dictations of 
the National Committee, but when it was ar- 
ranged that the Alderman’s followers sliould 
have the executive offiess of the joint associa- 
tion and the privilege of renominating the Alder- 
men they withdrew their objection. No sconer 
had the union taken place and quiet seemed 
about to reign than Mr. Gibbs presented his pre- 
tensions for Assembly. 

For two months, the malcontents declare, Mr, 
Gibbs has been drumming up votes for his 
nomination, and did 80 well that when he ep- 
tered the convention in the small hall of the 
Grand Opera House last night he was ready to 
wager almost any amount on his suecess. He 
knew that he had a majority of the delegates, 
even though the margin was very small, 
When the organization had been perfected Frea- 
erick 8. Gibbs’s name was placed in nomination 
for Assembly. There was at once a murmur of 
discontent frem the delegates from the lower 
part of the district, and finally William Ham- 
merton of West Twenty-sixth-street epenly 
opposed it. Assembling support by means of his 
continued opposition, Mr. Hammerton had the 
satisfaction of arousing so much feelingover the 
neminatien on the part of 12 delegates that Mr, 
Gibbs consented to have his nomination with- 
drawn “for the sake of harmony in the district.” 
Thereupon the meeting was adjourned subject 
to the call of the Chair. There was a decided 
disposition to keep this condition of things se- 
cret, a reporter for THe TIMES, upon reguesting 
admission to the Assembly Convention, being 
refused. 

In the Aldermanic Convention everything was 
as peaceful as the Summer seas are supposed te 
be. William Read presided. and upon the pres- 
entation of the name of James E. Cowie for 
Alderman the nomination was made unanimous. 
Should he be elected, which 1s almost certain, 
Mr. Cowie will serve his tifth term in the beara 
ot Aldermen. 





TALKING YO PROHIBITIONISTS, 


Cooper Union was comfortably filled with 
enthusiastic Probibitionists last night, The 
speakers were Gen. Clinton B. Pisk, the Proht- 
bition candidate for President; Col. George W. 
Bain of Kentucky, and William T. Wardwell, 
the Prohibition candidate for Mayor of New- 
York. The latter gentleman presided. On 
the platform were Horace Waters, E. M, Van 
Norman, Wilbur F. Thomas, Joseph A. Bo- 
gardus, George R. Scott,Judge McPheeters, and 
Inany others, 

Col. Bain repeatedly denouneed both the old 
parties upon the ground that ‘‘ whatever was 
morally wrong could not be politically right.” 
He said he had left the Democratic train be- 
cause it was going to home destruction and he 
wanted to go to home protection, and he got 
on to the Kepublican train, but be had no sooner 
boarded it than it ran into the roundheuse, He 
asked them where they were going and they 
said they were not going any plaes. They had 
stopped, Then he got on to the Prohibition 
train, and he expected now to go through to his 
destination.

Rynearson, 8, J. Crafts, and H. C. Gray, mem- 
bers of the Board of Trade, restraining that 
body from disciplining, expelling, or suspend- 
ing the complainants because they traded on 
the open board during hours when the regular 
board was closed. The open board’s hours are 
from9 A. M. to3 P. M., theregular board open- 
ing at 9:30 and closing at 1:15. The petitioners 
say they have a lucrative trade on the open 
board, and are heavy losers by a reselution 
which, was passed a week ago by the ofticers of 
the Beard of Trade, to the effect that any mem- 
ber who should do business on the open board 
during other hours than those prescribed by the 
rujes of the Board of Trade as its trading heurs 
should be disciplined, expelled, or suspended. 
This resolution was publicly announced through 
the Secretary to members of the board, and the 
complainants say they have refrained from 
trading on the open board through fear of ox- 
pulsion or suspension, and have suffered great 
losses on this account.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 22.—The Inter-State 
Commerce Commission to-day issued an-order 
upon the railroad companies comprising the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Association, 
directing them to appear befere the commission 
in Washington on Deo, 18, 1888, at 11 o’clook 


A, M, for the purpose.of a general examination 
and investigation.of their tariffs and classifica- 
tiens. The order is based upon an _ in- 
spection of the tariff and _  ciassifications 
and upen information and complaints filed 
from time to time in the ofiice of the-com- 
mission, from which it appears that the com- 
panies named in the order in many cases make 
a greater charge for the transportation of a like 
kind of property for a shorter than for a longer 
distance over the same line in the same direc- 
tion upon inter-State traflic; that the rates 
actually charged to shippers are not the rates 
given upon their schedules, but so-called 
combination rates are made, and that 
special tariffs are issued upon single 
shipments and are limited in time. The follow- 
ing are the railroad companies named in the 
order; Atlanta and West Point, Central Rail- 
road and Banking Company of Georgia, Charles- 
ton and Savannah, Charlotte, Columbia and

WABASH LITIGATION. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 22.—The Wabash, 
&t. Louis and Paeific Railroad litigation, one 
branch of which was argued before Judge Jack- 
sen in the United States Cireuit Court about a 
month ago, came up again to-day on the consid- 
eration of another feature of the case. The case 
Was called this morning on the application to 
the court on behalf of parties intorested in the 
mortgages on the railroad property secking to 
restrain the Court of Common Pleas of Lucas 


County, Ohio—a State eourt—from selling the 
property under a decree of that court while said 
proversy is in the jurisdiction of the United 

tates Circult Court. Thecomplainarts contend 
that the Sheriff, in carrying out the decrees of 
the State Court, lays himse]t liable for contempt 
of the United States court. The attorneys in 
this case expect to remain here several days, as 
& number of different phases of the case are to 
be brought before Judge Jackson. 

The next question to be considered is the-eon- 
selidation of the suits pending to fereclose the 
different mortgages on the company’s property. 
A large number of attorneys are present. Gen. 
John MoNuita, Reeeiver of the Wabash, is here, 
as well as his attorney, W. G. Beale, of Isham, 
Lincoln & Beale of Chicago, goneral counsel 
for the Receiver. Other atterneys representing 
interested parties are ex-Gov. D. H. Chamber- 
lain of New-York, Henry Crawford of Chicago, 
Hush Taggert of Dillon & Swain of New-York, 
Edward L, Short ef Davis & Rapello of New- 
York, Charles Patterson of Troy, N. Y., Judge 
John H. Doyle of Toledo, J. G. Milburn, repre- 
senting the Sheriff of Lueas County, and W. B. 
Keefe, general attorney of the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railroad. 
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NORTHERN PACIFIC OBJECTING. 

CuHIcaGo, Oct. 22.—-It has been observed 
that much of the recent talk about the consol- 
{dation of the Northern Pacific and the Wiscon- 
sin Central Roads has come from persons inter- 
ested in the latter corporation. So far as can 
be learned the project has no enthusiastic ad- 
vocates among those whose interests are cen- 
tred in the Northern Pacitic, the officials of 
which are believed te be very much opposed to 


the scheme. A representative of the Northern 
Pacific, in answer to inquiries on the subject 
to-day, said the reasons for opposing a censoli- 
dation were more potent than any that had 
been advanced in favor of it, and in his: opinion 
the relations of the two properties will not be 
any closer than they are at present. 

“It is true,” he said, ‘that the Wisconsin 
Central representatives in the Northern Pacific 
Directory have long advocated some arrange- 
ment amounting practically to a eonselidation 
of the two interests, but the majority of the 
board has continually and persistently discour- 
aged the idea. No doubt it would be a good 
thing for the Wisconsin Central, but the ad- 
vantage would not be mutual. For the North- 
ern Pacific to make exclusive arrangements 
with the Wisconsin Central for a Chicago con- 
nestion would be te antagonize the other Chi- 
cago-St. Paul lines and thereby injure its own 
business, Sucha step might in sact provoke 
the Chicago and Northwestern and the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul to do whatthey have 
refrained from doing in the past through a sort 
of tacit agreement—encroach on the territory 
of the Northern Paeific.” 


Pea 
BORROWING LOCOMOTIVES. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 22.—The Pan- 
handle Railroad for onee, and perhaps the first 
time in its history, has been compelled to bor- 
row some freight engines from the Fort Wayne 
Road in orderto take eareof its increasing 
freight business. The Panhandle has had all it 
could move for the past six months, and when 


the grand rush came a few weeks ago it was 
near being swamped. All of its engines were 10 
use, and still the freight could net be taken care 
of promptly enough to prevent bleckade. The 
Fort Wayne Cempany has loaned some of its 
heavy engines to help the Panhandle Road out, 

“Itis almost impossible to place any new or- 
ders for locomotives at the presert time,” re- 
marked an officer of the Pennsylvania Company 
this afternoon, ‘All the locomotive works in 
the country are running full, and have more or- 
ders on band now than they can possibly fill 
within a reasonable time. All the railroads ef 
the country, it seems, want more cars ard more 
engines. The rush in freight shows no sigus of 
alet-up. It is increasing almost every day, and 
wo really do net expect a deviine of business 
until avout Jan. 1. On the first of the year 
business is always a little dull,” 


BASIS FOR FREIGHT RATES. 

CuicaGco. Oct. 22.—J. W. Midgley and J. 
N. Faithorn, representing the Western Freight 
Association, arrived home to-day from New- 
York, where they have been in conference with 
Commissioner Fink and representatives of the 
Central Traffic Association, in regard to the re- 
lations of Eastern and Western roads. The re- 
sult of the conference was an agreement, which 


will be submitted as a recommendation to the 
interested lines, making the Mississippi River 
the basing line in the division of through rates, 
the roads leading east from the Mississippi to 
be allowed on business from the Misseuri River 
or beyond 116 per cent. of the published tariff 
rate Chicago to New-Yerk. On business from 
points between the Mississippi and Missouri 
Rivers, rates are to be made on the basis of 116 
per cent. of the Chicago rate from the Mis- 
sissippi, with the addition of the rate to the 
MississippL. It was also considered advisable to 
reinstate the joint rate committes, composed of 
the chairmen of the trunk line, Central Traffie, 
and the two divisions of the Western Freight 
Association, to supervise the rates on through 
business,

READING’S TERMINAL, 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 22,—The Board of 
Trade Committee spent all of this afternoon ob- 
taining informationin regard to the Reading 
Terminal Railread. John A. Wilson, the engi- 
peer of the Terminal Company, submitted to the 
committeemen for their inspection a number of 
maps showing the proposed reute of the rail- 
way from Ninth and Greene streets to Pwelfth 
and Market streets, as desired by the Reading 
Railroad and the Reading Terminal Company. 
This, Mr. Wilson explained, would uotcost more 
than $4,000,000. The engineer also submitted 
another set ef maps, whieh show what Couneils 
committee desired toexact from the Reading 
Railroad Company and from the Terminal Com- 
pany. Tocomply with the wishes of Councils 
would cost the two companies the sum of $12,- 
000,000, as Mr. Wilson estimated. From the 
maps and accompanying explanation the eom- 
mittee gained a clear idea of the difference 
which must be overcome before an agreement 
can be arrived at. Aside from Mr. Wilson no 
other representative of the railroad company 
was present, and the committee will consult 
with President Corbin before taking further 


action. 
NEW RATES TO WINNIPEG. 

The Northern Pacific has oflicially an- 
neunced the freight rates which will prevail on 
the company’s new line to Winnipeg. It is a 
reduction of about 13 per cent. £6m the rates 
in foree by the Manitoba and Canadian Pacific. 


The new rates on the 10 different elasses are as 
follows: First, $1 16; second, 98 cents; third, 
80 cents; fourth, 66 cents; fifth, 57 cents; sixth, 
47 cents; seventh, 35 cents; eighth, 35 cents; 
ninth, 35 cents; tenth, 27 cents. The rates in 
vogue by the Manitoba and Canadian Pacifie 
are $1 33, $1 12, 90 eents, 69 cents, 63 cents, 
4%o cents, 35 cents, 3542 cents, 4915 cents, 20 
cents. The officials of the Northern Pacifie do 
not consider their ratesas a cut, as they claim 
they were pledged to the Manitoba Government 
to treat Winnipeg the same as equivalent points 
en the main line of the road.

WHERE THE, CORONER'S JURY FIXES, 
THE RESPONSIBILITY, 

Mavcu CHunk, Penn., Oct..22-—After a 
three days’ session the Coroner’s jury wkion 
has been investigating the recent accident on 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad at Mud Run, by 
which so many lives were lost, reached the fel- 
lowing verdict to-day: 

“We tind that the engineers of locomotives Nos. 452 
and 466 of the seventh section were guilty of gross 
negligence, first, in failing to discover the red signal 
in time, the evidence clearly showing that this sig- 
nal was in full view as the train approached, and, 
secondly, for not approaching the station under full 
control, a6 required by both the general and special 
orders, The evidence also shows that the air brakes 
of the entire seventh section were under the con- 
trol of the engineer of locomotive No. 466, and that 
he could have stopped the train in spite of the loco- 
motive ahead, No. 452. We find thatithe lookout 
men of locomotives Nos. 452 and 466 
were guilty of gross. negligence in fail- 
ing to report to their respective engineers 
the red light atthe station as the train approached. 
The men were placed on their respective engines as 
an additional precaution, their special duty being to 
look out for miguel. The lookout man on No. 452 
failed to see! the signal. The other ona, on No. 466, 
testified that he saw 1t when about 1,500 feetfrom the 
station, yet he reported ail right to the engineer, 
and claims that he did not think the red light meant 
anything, as nobody used it. We find that the 
rear brakeman 0 the sixth section was 
guilty of gross negligence, for when his train 
stopped, instead of promptly going back the proper 
distance to warn the approaching train, he stopped 
at the station. There was time enough for him toe 
have goue back nearly half a mile, but he went less 
than 400 feet. We find that the conductors of the 
two sections failed in their duty, the first in not 
conforming to the rule requiring eaeh conductor to 
see personally that his brakyman protects thé rear 
et his train, and the seeond in not requiring his 
train to approach tho station ander control.” 

Mavucu CHunNk, Poan., Oct. 22.—The Cor- 
oner’s jury investigating the recent railroad ac- 
cident on the Lehigh Valley Railroad at 
Tamenend, by which eight persons were killed 
and several others fatally injured, rendered a 
verdict to-day charging the flagman with gross 
hegligence in not signaling the approaehing 
train sooner, and censuring the engineer of the

CHIEF-JUSTIOE FULLER’S FIRST OPINION, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Chief-Justico 
Fuller to-day delivered his first opinion in the 
Supreme Court of the United States. The case 
was that ef the Western Union Telegraph Com- 


pany, plaintiff in error, against the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, brought here on 
an appeal from the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania. The Commonweajth levied 
a tax on all telegrams passing over the 
company’s lines within the State, this tax being 
imposed regardless ef the fact that much of the 
business was not confined wholly to the State, 
but was to points in other States. The Supreme 
Court to-day held, through Chief-Justice Fuller, 
that the State was not entitled to eellect a tax 
except for messages between points within she 
borders of the State, and accordingly reversed 
the judgment of the State Court, with costs, and 
remanded the case tothe lower court for fur- 
ther proceedings.

GREENSBURG, Penn., Oct. 22.—A most 
peculiar case of suicide occurred hers last night. 
Two domestics working at the residence of Mrs. 
T. J. Barclay and her son-in-law, Dr. J. 8. Craw- 
ford, mutually agreed to commit suicide for the 
reason that neither of them had fashionable 
elothes. Last evening they visited four different 
drug stores and purchased in all 45 cents’ worth 
of laudanum. It was decided to take the deadly 
drug this evening. Their names were Maggie 
Lloyd, formerly of Latrobe, and Maggie Galvin 
of this place. When the latter left Miss Lleyd 
last gvezing it was understood that the act 
would not be committed entil this evening. To 
Miss Galvin’s surprise Miss Lioyd was found 
deadin bed this morning. She was abeut 20 
years of age. Miss Galvin told the story of the 
compact, but says thut she will not follow her 
companion.

Burra.o, Oct. 22.—At a Republican meet- 
@ng held at the rink this evening Mr. Blaine 
made aspeech.

Lookwood appeared either as a stockholder in a oe- 
ment company or attorney for stockholders, I know 
pot which, but he succeeded in removing cement 
from the free list not simply because it ws right 
to do so, but because Mr. Lockwood is an infiuential 
Democrat. 

“Wood pulp is treated as araw material, and was 
uton the free list in the Mills bill as originally 
lramec, butit was soon discovered that Mr. Don 
M. Dickiuson, Postmaster-General, and Mr. 1. M. 
Weston, Chairman of the Democratic State Com- 

mittee of Michigan, owned a valuable patent for an 
improvement for the manufacture ot wood pulp, ani 
that the patent would be rendered worthless if wood 
ulp was puton the free list, and so back went the 
oriner duty on wood pulp, and the value of Mr. Don.

HARRISON TALKING AGAIN. 


STILL HARPING ON HIS PET HOBBY OF 
‘“* PROTECTION.” 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 22.—After ad- 
dressing the commercial travelers on Saturday 
Gen. Harrison announced te his friends that he 
would deliver no more speeches during the cam- 
paign. The same evening a telegram was re- 
ceived from Springfield, Ohio, stating that the 
Piug Hat Brigade of that city desired to be re- 
ceived to-day. They were informed that Gea: 
Harrison would probably not address them, and 
replied that they would come anyhow, and 100 
of them arrived in the city early this morning, 


followed by 1,900 more at 3 o’clook this after- 
noon. The rain interfered materially with their 
street parade, but they mado a creditable ap- 
pearance with sevoral tine bands. Shortly after 
4 o'clock they were received at Tormlinson’s 
Hall by Gen. Harrison. Each of the 2,000 
visitors wore a white plug hat, and as Gen. 
Harrisen entered the hall every man jumped up 
and stood on his chairand waved his plug hat 
in one hand and a flag in the other. About 
4,000 people were present, The demonstration 
lasted several minutes. Gen. A. 8 Bushnell of 
Springtield spoke briefly for the Buckeyes. 
Gen. Harrison responded as follows:

SIOKNESS IN THE ARMY. 


THE ANNUAL REPORT OF SURGEON-GEN- 
ERAL MOORE, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22. — Surgeon -General 
Moore has submitted tothe Secretary of War his 
annual report. The disbursements during the year 
aggregated $105,901, which, deducted from the ap- 
propriation of $200,000, and a balance from the pre- 
vious year of $5,436, left a balance on July 1, 1888, 
of $98,537, of which $75,644 was in the Treasury, 
and $23,893 in the hands of disbursing officers. 
Nearly all of this balance has already been, or will 
be expended in the payment for supplies contracted 
for, and other obligations incurred prior to July 1, 
1888. The money value of the medical and hospital 
supplies actually issued during the year was $173, - 
034; and the cost of the supplies required 
for issue during the ourrent fiscal year 
will undoubtedly exceed that amount. Ho 
submits estimates for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1890, amounting to $230,000, This includes the 
purchase of medical and hospital supplies, expenses 
of medical purveying depots, pay of employes, 
niedical care and treatment of officers and enlisted 
men of the army, the supply ofthe army and navy 
hospital at Hot Springs, Ark.. &c. He renews tho 
recommendation made in his last annual report that 
Congress be requested te grant authority in the 

urchase of medical and hospital supplies costing 
ess than $500 to make purchase after one adver- 
tisement for bids, without entering iato a formal 
written contract.

THEY WANTONLY BROUGHT THEIR FATE 


UPON THEMSELVES. 

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Oct. 22.—A cow- 
bey from the Snake River country brings news 
of the lynehing of F. W. Adams and a com.

SUPREME OOULT 


THE IOWA PROHIBITORY LAW UPHELE 
—HENRY W. JAEHNE’S CASE. 
WASHINGTON, Oot. 22.—The Supreme Court to 
day sustained the constitutionality of the prohibi. 
tion law of lowa. The point at issue was the right 
© manufacture intoxicating liquors solely for ex- 
portation to other States, despite the State law, 
and it was pleaded that the prohibitory feature, in 
80 faras the manufacture for exportation is con- 
cerned, was in conflict with the constitutional pro- 
visions giving Congress the sole right to regulate 
inter-Staite commerce. The case is that of J. 3. 
Kidd, a distiller, plaintiff in error, vs. I. EH. Pear- 
son and 8S. J. Loughras. The court holds that the 
State law prohibiting both the manufacture aud 
the sale, except for mechanical, medicinal, culi- 
nary, and sacramental purposes, is not in conflict 
with the inter-state commerce provisions, and the 
decision of the Lowa court is sustained. Opinion by 

Justice Lamar. 

The Supreme Court also affirmed the right of a 
State to prescribe tests for color blindness among 
employes of Tailroads.

The activity of the Fire Department 
under Messrs. PURROY and CROKER, in be- 
half of the Tammany candidate for Mayor, 
foreshadows the use that would be made of 
allthe municipal departments in the event 
of his election. If the people of the city 
allow Mr. GRANT to be -elected they will 
have themselves to blame if the whole 
municipal service is reconverted into a 
political machine.

It 
also seems, however, that the Captain of a 
fire company was present as a delegate 
at the convention which nominated GRANT 
in direct violation of the rule of the depart- 
ment quoted by the Mayor in his letter to 
the Commissiorers. The Mayor might prop- 
erly insist that the Commissioners should 
try this offender for an offense of which they 
themselves are virtually guilty in requiring 
or permitting political service from the mem- 
bers of the force. Those misguided Repub- 
licans who intend to promote the election of 
Mr. GRANT by throwing away their votes 
on Mr. ERHARDT are invited to reflect upon 
the meaning of this incident. 











It isthe judicial opinion of Judge Law- 
RENCE that the distinguished lawyer, 
SAMUEL J. TILDEN, succeeded in drawing a 
will which clearly expressed his purposes as 
a testator and at the same time sufficiently 
conformed to legal principles and require- 
ments to be valid. Without following the 
Judge through the intricacies of judicial 
construction and application of legal prin- 
ciples we may note one or two easily appre- 
hended points that appear like particularly 
good sense. He says, for instance, that in 
construing the will it must be presumed 
that the testator intended to make a legal 
disposition of his estate, and itis ‘‘ the duty 
of the court to give to the language used 
by the testator such a construction as will 
make the instrument or limitation legal and 
valid, if it can be done in harmony with 
well-settled rules, with the manifest intent 
and adjudicated cases, rather than such 
construction as will render it illegal and 
nugatory.” In another place he says the 
intentions of the testator must be carried 
out unlessin violation of the laws of the 
State. The idea, in short, is that a man has 
aright to dispose of his estate, and if he 
makes his intention clear and it can be 
executed in accordance with legal princi- 
ples and requirements his will should be 
sustained. The case will be carried through 
all the stages of repeal and review until a 
final adjudication is reached, but Judge 
LAWRENCE’s clear exposition of the law 
gives hope that Mr. TiLpEN’s beneficial 
designs will be ultimately carried out and 
not defeated by private greed. 








The official announcement by the North- 
ern Pacific that the freight rates over its 
new line to the capital of the Canadian 
province of Manitoba will be 13 per cent. 
less than the existing rates of the Canadian 
Pacific shows that the people of Manitoba 
bave not fought in vain for the overthrow 
of the Canadian transportation monopoly. 
But the full benefit of the province’s agree- 


ment with the Northern Pacific cannot be 
obtained until the projected lines by which 
the Canadian Pacific roads in the province 
are to be paralleled shall have been 
completed. The extension of one of these 
lines has been interrupted by the 
Canadian Pacific Company, whose employés 
have blocked the track at a crossing. The 
provincial military companies were ordered, 
yesterday, to be ready for action in support 
ef the Government, under a contract with 
which the Northern Pacific is carrying on 
the work of construction. It does not ap- 
pear that the large concessions made by the 
Dominion to the Canadian Pacific in return 
for a surrender of the company’s claims in 
the Northwest have cleared the way for the 
building of the projected competing lines. 








It is possible that there are many French- 
men who continue to take seriously the re- 
marks that emanate from M. DE LESSEPS 
about the Panama Canal. It must be re- 
membered, in extenuation of their credu- 
lity, that the French press, with one or two 
exceptions, has from the first suppressed the 
facts about the canal, and that the official 
statements of its promoters and the un- 
official statements produced by them are the 
only means of information about the canal 
accessible to the French people. It is true 
that these official bulletins, if carefully col- 
lated, would show that so many promises 
have been broken that no new -promises 
emanating from M. DE LESSEPs ought to re- 
ceive the slightestattention. In his remarks 
at Lyons yesterday the venerable promoter 
took pains to contradict the painful rumor 
that the canal would not be opened until 
1891, and declared that it would be opened 
“in July, 1890.” If this course of decep- 
tion were practicedin England or the United 
States the ‘*lambs” who were deceived by

In France the Government, by assenting to 
the lottery scheme to which in their des- 
peration the promoters of the canal resort- 
ed for funds, has assumed a grave reponsi- 
bility. When the final collapse comes it is 
likely that the deluded investors will turn 
upon the Government in their wrath 
at its encouragement to them to throw 
good money after bad. The Panama bubble 
may have an effect upon French politics 
more important and more lasting than the 
bursting in 1720 of Law’s bubble, which 
produced what is thus far the most de- 
structive of recorded panics. There is this 
difference, that the sufferers by Law’s 
scheme were the rich, while the securities 
of the Panama Canal are held in great part 
by small investors. A mad projectin which 
the savings of more than half a million peo- 
ple of one nationality are embarked cannot 
fail without producing very far-reaching 
consequences. 











As is usually the case in railroad dis- 
asters, the slaughter of more than half a 
hundred passengers of the Lehigh Valley 
train at Mud Run proves to have been the 
result of gross negligence on the part of the 
employés of the company in charge of the 
train. The verdict of the Coroner’s jury 
places the responsibility on the engineers, 
who did not see the danger signal which 
was blazing in plain sight ahead of them, 
the look-out men, one of whom did see it, 
but failed to report it to the engineers, 
and the conductors of the two sections 
which came together and caused the 
terrible loss of life. The look-out 
who saw the red light which warned 
of the danger ahead calmly explains his 
failure to call attention to it by stating that 
he did not know that it “was ever used,” 
which, being interpreted, simply means 
that he did not know the significance of the 
very signal that he was employed to watch 
for. It would be interesting to know how 
many more men are in the employ of the 
Lehigh Valley Company who know nothing 
of the requirements and duties of their 
places. If the entire line is manned by 
men of this character the only matter for 
surprise ought to be that more disasters 
like that of Mud Run have not already been 
charged to the account of the company. 








In number and quality the recent con- 
versions to the cause of CLEVELAND and 
tariff reform are sufficient to justify great 
anxiety on the part of thoughtful high- 
tariff Republicans and to stimulate in the 
highest degree Col. QUAY’s efforts to secure 
an “‘ honest election” in this city by filling 
it with ‘fly’ gentlemen from his own 
State. In the long list of Professors and 
instructors at Cornell University printed 
in to-day’s Times with the reasons for 
their voting for CLEVELAND and THURMAN 
will be found many names not commonly 
included in Democratic poll lists. These 
gentlomen act with that party now because 
it is no longer possible for them to act with 
the Republican Party under its present 
leaders and with its present tendencies. 
And that is more and more getting to be the 
case with men of education and intelligence 
all over the country. 





CIVIL SERVICE REFORM IN THE 
CANVASS. 

Reform of the civil service does not figure 
prominently as an issue in the present po- 
litical canvass. The tariff question has 
thrown it into the background for the time 
being and its influence is only incidental. 
Nevertheless it isin the minds of a certain 
class of voters who supported Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND in 1884 on account of his civil service 
reform record and pledges and who are not 
satisfied with the fulfillment of his promises. 
One of these is occasionally heard from 
who declares the intention of voting 

‘against the President, not because he has 
any hope that HARRISON would do better, 
or even as well, but as a means of rebuking 
the Administration for its shortcomings 
and the Democratic Party for failing to 
support its reform efforts. 





Such a course would be neither logical 
nor consistent with the professions of civil 
service reformers, whose object is to promote 
by all practical means the cause which they 
have at heart. It may be admitted thatthe 
President has fallen far short of the ideal 
standard set up by the reformers, and that 
he has in some cases yielded to party press- 
ure where there was no sufficient excuse for 
doing so. It is, nevertheless, true that he 
has maintained and even advanced the re- 
form system within the restricted scope 
of the law and the rules framed 
under its provisions. If he has not 
strengthened and advanced the general 
cause so much as he might have done, he 
has firmly upheld it on the whole and 
shown a@ disposition to gain ground for it. 
No doubt he has at the same time felt the 
necessity of party support for his Adminis- 
tration. His best efforts have met with 
nothing but hostility and discouragement 
from the Republican side, and to accom- 
plish anything whatever, even to maintain 
what has been accomplished as a vantage 
ground for a further advance, he has felt 
obliged to keep his own party behind him. 
To break with that would have rendered 
him powerless and resulted in setting back 
the reform. 

The practical question now is whether 
the reform cause would be best served by 
re-electing the President or by putting Mr. 
HARRISON at the head of the Government. 
On that point, it seems to us, there can be 
no doubt. Many abuses have been cor- 
rected and the administration of the public 
service has been, on the whole, greatly im- 
proved. The law has been in the main 
faithfully executed in what is known as 
the classified service, to which the rules 
apply. The President and his party are 
still pledged to maintain their ground, and 
there is every reason to anticipate a steady 
advance in the reform policy as public 
sentiment in different parts of the country 
grows stronger in its support, as it surely 
will, provided it is not interrupted by a 
change of Administration. 

f With such a change, what is to be expect- 
ed? The Republican Party, while in oppo- 
sition, has made no progress whatever in its 
position on this subject. It was thrown out 
of all sympathy with it by the nomination 
of Mr. BLALNE in 1884. and it has shown ne | 


disposition to recover its ground. While it 
has been critical to the point of extreme 
unfairness in its attitude toward the Presi- 
dent and his Administration, it has given 
‘no evidence whatever of real care for the 
principles of civil service reform or of a 
sincere purpose to advance their applica- 
tion. Mr. HARRISON, when he was a 'Sena- 
tor, was known as an unusually greedy 
spoilsman, and he has never shown 
the least sympathy for the mbth- 
odg of filling the public service which 
the reform system provides. Were he 
to be elected, there is scarcely a doubt 
that what has been accomplished would be 
practically undone. He is bound by no 
pledges, and the pressurs that would be 
brought upon him would be even greater 
than that which Mr. CLEVELAND has with- 
stood with at least a partial success. He 
would not have a tithe of the disposition or 
the ability to resist such pressure that Mr. 
CLEVELAND has exhibited. 

Should the Republican Party return to 
power with Mr. HARRISON at its head, what 
would be the prospect for civil service 
reform in the next four years? The party 
would not come in on that issue, and it 
would be practically free from pledges and 
promises in regard to it, and judging by its 
past conduct and the character of its pres- 
ent leaders the result would be a practical 
abandonment of the reform policy and a 
return to the spoils system in everything 
but the name. It might be assumed that if 
such were the result it would produce a 
reaction in public sentiment that would 
throw the party out of power again 
at the next election. If such a 
reaction were strong and coupled with 
the feeling that would be produced by 
the predestined failure to accomplish any- 
thing for a genuine revision of the tariff 
it might make the return of the Democrats 
too easy, 50 easy that they might count 
upon getting back without making such 
promises and nominating such a candidate 
as enabled them to overthrow the Repub- 
lican ascendancy four years ago. We are 
convinced that civil service reformers who 
vote for HARRISON as a means of rebuking 
CLEVELAND for not doing all that they 
hoped for will simply be trying to throw 
away what has been accomplished and to 
wreck the cause to which they profess to 
be devoted. 








MR. BLAINE AND THE TREASURY. 


It is worth the while of business men to 
reflect on the position and character of the 
Republican Party as shown in the base and 
cowardly falsehoods constantly poured out 
by its greatest leader, Mr. BLAINE, with 
regard to the Secretary of the Treasury. 
We do not now refer to the singular mis- 
statements he is always making as to the 
policy of the Treasury. Probably many of 
these can be explained by his peculiar 
ignorance of thisclass of questions. It is 
quite likely that he is not capable of under- 
standing the real nature or effect of finan- 
cial measures except so far as they may 
touch his own pocket or those of confeder- 
ates like Mr. ELKINs or Mr. Dorsry. It 
is, of course, of some importance that 
a great party, which aspires to the 
conduct of the whole Government, in- 
cluding the Treasury, should be rep- 
resented by a chosen leader of such un- 
precedented incompetency in matters of 
this kind. Itis discreditable to any party 
thatit should give its confidence ané its 
enthusiastic’ admiration to a “statesman” 
who does not know and apparently cannot 
learn the merest rudiments as to the influ- 
ence of fiscal policy upon the currency, 
upon general trade, and upon industry. 
But this is not so significant and not so 
damaging as that it should honor above all 
other leaders a man who makes it his regu- 
lar occupation to go about the country 
peddling false statements and spreading de- 
famatory insinuations against the one de- 
partment of the Government whose integ- 
rity and purity are most essential to the 
national good name. 
criticism of Treasury policy is bad enough, 
and it is bad enough that it should not cost 
any discredit to the leader who indulges in 
it; but downright lying, accompanied by 
an ingenious variety of indirect untruth- 
fulness as to the character and conduct of 
the chief financial officer of the Nation, is 
much worse. The party that will tolerate 
that, and not only tolerate it, but cover 
with adulation the man who indulges in it, 


shows a moral incapacity for government 
that all rational and honest men should re- 


gard with distrust and scorn. 


This is precisely the case with Mr. BLAINE 
and with his party, To take only one class 
of attacks that he hasmade: He started 
out in Indiana with the invention that Mr. 
FAIRCHILD, in abuse of his discretion as 
Secretary of the Treasury, had given into 
the hands of a bank owned by Col. 
Bricr, the Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Democratic National 
Committee, a million of dollars asa loan 
without interest; that the profits on this 
loan were at least $50,000 a year; that 
this money, thus gratuitously obtained by 
Col. Brice, together with a large part 
of some $60,000,000 distributed in like 
fashion, from political motives, constituted 
a fund from which the Democratic cam- 
paign chest was largely supplied, and that 
it was used for corrupt purposes, as it had 
been given by the Secretary with corrupt 
intent. He declared, in etfect, that for this 
conduct the Secretary of the Treasury 
ought to be impeached, and that if he were 
a Republican the Democratic House would 
impeach him. We have called this an in- 
vention. It was one, malicious, unfounded, 
contrary to the known facts, and made 
with intent to deceive. Such a statement 
made with like motives concerning a pri- 
vate person would be not only slander, but 
criminal libel, and the man who made it 
would be liable to and would deserve fine 
and imprisonment. For the fact was and 
is that Col. BRICE owns no bank in which 
any public funds are deposited; that the 


interest—the Chase National of this city— 
is under the control of a Republican Presi- 
dent and a Republican majority of the 
Board of Directors; that this bank had, 
when Mr. BLAINE circulated his libel,

BLAINE said it was, and that in the nature 
of the case not one penny of it went to the 
Democratic Committee for purposes either 
legitimate or corrupt. 

Now when these facts were publicly ex- 
plained by Mr. FAIRCHILD, in a statement 
as moderate as it was lucid and convincing, 
what did Mr.. BLAINE do? Did he, asa gentle- 
man and an honest man would have done if 
he had been misled, retract and apologize ? 
Not atall. He kept his lipssealed as to that 
lie and its exposure and went to starting 
other stories, which, in effect and in- 
tent, if notin detail, are as false and dis- 
honest. This time, with a delicacy worthy 
of his reputation and of the cause in which 
he is engaged, Mr. BuLainr attacked the 
name and good fame of one who is dead. He 
accused the late Secretary MANNING of hav- 
ing received special and improper favors from 
his successor in the Treasury of the same 
nature as those he had falsely charged were 
received by Col. Brick. He knew that for 
every dollar loaned to Mr. MANNING’s bank 
the Government held ‘security in its own 
bonds at the rate of 110 for 100. He knew 
that the transaction was perfectly safe for 
the Government and perfectly honorable for 
the bank, that it was exactly the same as 
had been entered into by scores of Republic- 
an bankers, some of them activein politics, 
some of them his own personal and 
political friends. - But to aid his party in a 
triumph of which he expects to reap the 
lion’s share of advantage, he—we will not 
say stooped, for he is too low to need to 
stoop to any baseness—sought to blacken 
the memory of a dead statesman whose in- 
tegrity and whose services to the country 
are in shining contrast with those of 
JAMES G. BLAINE. There is, of course, a 
peculiar offensiveness in criticisms of offi- 
cial virtue from a man of Mr. BLAINE’s 
record, but if he spoke for himself alone he 
might be ignored. It is different when he 
speaks as the acknowledged leader of the 
Republican Party. What can be the stand- 
ardof honesty and of decency even ina party 
that consents, nay, presses, to follow such a 
leader? 








SALT AND SUGAR. 


In his speech at Goshen, Ind., Mr. BLAINE 
read from the London Times @ short state- 
ment about the new English Salt Trust, 
and asked if the Michigan Salt Association 
and this Trust were ‘‘ likely to prove rivals 
to each other.” Said he: 

“Do you think they will cut down prices and 
deprive each other of their respective profits 
when the English Trust points out the way to 
increase the price of salt fourfold at a single 
jump?” 

If Mr. BLAINE really desires information 
on this subject he should address his ques- 
tions to Mr. LEv1 P. Morton, the Repub- 
lican candidate for Vice-President, who, as 
the head of the banking firm of Morton, 
Rost, & Co., has become the financial 
agentof the English Salt Trust. Mr. Mor- 
TON{must_ know more abont the intentions of 
this English salt monopoly with respect to 
the salt industry in the United States 
‘than any other person in this country. 

Mr. BLatneE also asserted that the sugar 
schedule in the Mills bill had been arranged 
for the benefit of the Sugar Trust, and 
added this comment: 

“Tf, therefore, the priee of sugar has been un- 
duly advanced to the consumer, the reprehen- 
sible parties, accordimg to the President's doc- 
trine, are the President himself and the Ways 
and Means Committee who concocted the bill in 
the interests of that Trust.” 

But how has the Sugar Trust been ena- 
bled to maintain prices that are high, as 
compared with the cost of raw sugar, for 
almost a year, by the provisions of a bill 
that has not become a law? Mr. BLAINE 
would have the people of Indiana believe 
that the Trust has been doing business un- 
der the sugar schedule of the Mills bill! 
He knows, of cofirse, that whatever the 
Trust has done it has done under the tarift 
rates fixed by the law now in force, which 
wasenacted by a Republican Congress in 
1883. : 

It should not be forgotten that the rates 
which protect the manufactured product 
of the Trust were fixed by a conference 
committee that in several instances did not 
hesitate to raise duties above the figures se- 
lected by vote in either house: The facts 


were recently recalled by Senator Brcx in 
his minority report upon the Senate Tariff 
bill. He said: 


“ By a yea-and-nay vote of the Senate, as is 
shown by the Record, after full discussion $2 40 
[per 100 pounds) was fixed as the proper tax 
upon sugar between 13 and 16 Dutch standard. 
Mr. MORRILL and others protested that it was 
too lew and that foreign competitors would in- 
terfere with domestic refiners. Some of us, 
whe had strongly urged $2 40 as a proper rate, 
believing that it might possibiy cripple our do- 
mestic refiners in their operations, agreed to 
$2 50, after being assured by Senaters on the 
other side, especially by Mr. MORRILL, that 
$2 50-per 100 would be entirely satisfactory. I 
hope the record of that debate will be turned 
to. Yet the conference committee deliberately 
increased the rate of taxation upon imported 
sugar between 13 and 16 to $2 75 per 100, 
thereby giving to the sugar refiner an absolute 
monopoly of the sugar-refining business. They 
thus laid the foundation for the Trusts which 
have been so much and so justly complained of 
by the country. That act on the part of the 
Senate conference, which was net only wholly 
unjustifiable and unwarranted but in violation 
of pledges they had given, has cost the consum- 
ers of sugar in this country not less than 
$8,000,000, while the fact that they had made 
such @ change in the conferenve committee was 
carefully concealed from the Senate, as the rec- 
erd will show.” 


But of ali the assertions recently made 
concerning sugar duties the following from 
our erratic contemporary, the Sun, is by far 
the most remarkable: 


“Why not tell the truth about the SugarTrust 
and the sugar duties? The truth is that the 
system of tariff duties at present existing in 
this country imposes a heavier tax upon the im- 
portation of raw sugar than it does upon the im- 
portation of refined sugar. The sugar refiners 
who have joined tegether to form what is called 
the Sugar Trust have to pay more duty per 
pound upon the raw sugar, which is their crude 
material, than the refiners of other countries 
would have to pay in order to bring their refined 
products into this country in competition with 
the Trust. Thus the tariff taxation is not in 
favor of the sugar refiners who have formed the 
Sugar Trust, but is squarely against them.” 


This is news, indeed. The rates of duty 


Yon raw sugar, the Trust’s raw material, 
range from 1 4-10 to 2 4-10 cents a pound, | 


but on the several grades of refined sugar 
the rates are 2% cents, 3 cents, and 31g 
cents a pound, respectively. How do the re- 
finers manage to do business if the duty on 
raw sugar, their raw material, is higher

PARNELL’S CASE. 

After all, there is a good deal in the rules 
of legal evidence, with which laymen are 
very apt to.betray impatience and irrita- 
tion. For one thing, any procedure in the 
nature of a legal inquiry does away with 
loose declamation, at least until the sum- 
ming up is reached and compels the parties 
to say specitically and intelligibly what 
they mean to prove and to abide by their 
declarations. 

‘Parnellism and Crime” is al subject 
that can be effectively dealt with in a 
series of newspaper articles, even if 
there be not much inthe articles which a 
court would accept as evidence. As pro- 
pounded yesterday by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, who, ina somewhat scandalous man- 
ner, acts also as the counsel for a private 
litigant in a case that is the subject of 
the action of the Government, the London 
Times’s contention is that Mr. PARNELL has 
been “intimately associated” with Irish- 
American advocates of dynamite, and§that 
many “‘untraced” crimes were ‘due to the 
incitement of both the Land and National 
Leagues.” 

The form of this latter statement might 
be expected to appear ratheron the Irish 
than on the English side of the case, for 
you can scarcely show the origin of an 
“untraced” crime, But waiving that, itis 
evident thatthe 7Zimes’s case as thus present- 
ed to the commission is very much narrowed 
by being particularized. Ifthe articles had 
gone no further than the legal case they 
would by no means have attracted sp much 
attention as they did. The whole public 
interest, or very nearly the whole, in the 
articles arose from the publication of papers 
that the Times asserted and Mr. PARNELL 
denied to have been written or signed by 
him. The Times did not produce any exter- 
nal evidence to the genuineness of these 
documents, it argued that there was inter- 
nal evidence enough to prove their genu- 
ineness. 

The argument was circular, being in 
effect that Mr. PARNELL wrote the let- 
ters because he was a scoundrel, and that 
he was a scoundre) because he wrote the 
letters. This ratiocination sufficed to con- 
vince angry Tories who were already pre- 
pared to believe any evil of the leader of 
the Home Rulers, butit will not be accepted 
by a judicial tribunal, and really it seems 
from the proceedings thus far that the 
Times has no other evidence to offer for the 
genuineness of the letters than its un- 
doubtedly sincere belief that Mr. PARNELL 
was quite capable of writing them. This 
belief, however, is not likely to be accepted 
by acourt asajustification for imputing toa 
man without proof, and for the purpose of 
defaming him, the authorship of criminal 
or scandalous papers.

WINNIPEG, Oct. 22.—No conflict has as 
yot taken place between the Maniteba Govern-° 
ment men and the Canadian Pacific Railroad, but’ 
matters look threatening ana fpeling is rising so 
thatifthe men sheuld meet to-morrow blood- 
shed will most certainly follow.

LAUGHING 
ALLEGED OANVASS. 
EXPERTS SAY IT COULD NOT HAVE 
BEEN MADE—REPUBLICAN SCHEMES 

FOR COLONIZING VOTERS. 

Senator Quay’s remarkable attempt to ac- 

gount for the presence of his 200 “ heelers” and 
-100 Pinkerton detectives from Philadelphia by 
saying that they have been engaged in making 
canvasses of the voters of the city only excited 
the laughter of the politicians yesterday, and 
made respectable Republicans disgusted. He 
claims that he has made four canvasses—two jn 
August and September, in which the names 
and residences of all the voters in the city were 
obtained, and two of the rented and rentable 
rooms in houses, one of which has bees made 
since the second registration aay, Oct. 17. 

Mr. P. A. Whitney, the Assistant Superin- 
tendent of the Trow City Directery Company, 
who has had many years’ experience in getting 
out Direetories, said yesterday: “ It would take 
alarce force of trained and intelligent men to 
do what Senator Quay claims to have done—a 
mucn larger force than we have in*our employ. 
He claims to have a@ene a great deal more than 
wedoin getting out the City Directory. We 
get none but householders, except in a few 
special instances. He says that he has got 
every man of 21 and ever. Hecould not have 
done it without hiring a large part of our force 
for a nucleus, and he has not hired any of 
them. Noforce of persons unused to the busi- 
ness of canvassing for Directories, however 
large, could have done what he claims to have 
been done. Senator Quay would have had to 
tit up a large bureau especially to conduct the 


canvasses which he claims to have made, and 
his operations must have been widely known. 

A careful investigation made by reporters of 
THE TIMES yesterday failed to find any place in 
the city at whish any such canvass as Senator 
Quay speaks ef had been made, At no place 
could it be ascertained that any agent or man-

' Senator Quay has added three ‘“strikers’’ to 
“Bill” Leeds’s gang which has’ come over here 
“to preserve the purity of the bdallet box”— 
Henry Wyle of Philadelphia and two men from 
Washington named McEifrest and Siebold. 
They belonged to the devective force of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia when the Republicass were in 
power there, but were diswissed for cause by the 
present Administration. They have taken lodg- 
ings on the third floor of a restaurant building at 
Thirty-second-street and Sixth-avenue, where 
they will be close:\y watched. 

The National Dewocratic Committee has now 
got positive prvof that a plan has been formed 
by the Republicans for the colonization of 
votersin the southern tier of counties from 
Pennsyivania. A close scrutiny will be made by 
the Democracy of the registry lists in Broome, 
Chemung, Tioga, Allegany, Cattaraugus, and 
Chautaugua Counties.

H. M. Kinkelbaum, a Chicago Democrat, as- 
tonished the Republicans at the Hotfman House 
last evening by making a bet of $100 to $90 
that Cleveland would carry Llinois. He ex- 
pressed a willingness to make any quantity of 
almilar bets.

TARIFF TALK FOR MEN WHO WORK. 


MAKING WORKERS DEPENDENT. 
XLII. 

Any one who has attentively studied the 
effect of what is called the “protective” system 
must be convinced that its tendency has been 
atonce to bréak down the standard of Ameri- 
can wages, whieh is determined py the general 
productiveness of labor in the country, and to 
increase the profits of capital in the protected 
industries. The result of such a tendency, 80 
far as it has wrought its natural effects, is to 
widen the distance between employersand em- 
ployed in point of material well-being, to draw 
from the many for the enrichment of the few, 
and to establish a class of rich and powerful 
eapitalists on theene hand and of dependent 
workingmen onthe other. To a certain extent 
this is theinevitable tendency in industries 


empleying large amounts of concentrated cap- 
ital, using machinery on a large scale and emn- 
ploying in single establishments great numbers 
of men, women, and children, trained to ex- 
pertness in special processes. These great 
bodies of operatives become dependent upon 
their employers to a greater degree than those 
engaged in mechanical trades or in most occu- 
pations where there is a less rigid system and 
less necessity for strict discipline, and where a 
change of employment is easier. 

This cannot of course stand as an argument 
against the desirability of having these man- 
ufacturing establishments, er the necessities 
which competition imposes upen their man- 
agement. When, however, through a system 
of national legislation an artificial standard 
of prices for their products is established, the 
tendenoy to force the workman into a position of 
dependence is greatly increased. A _ certain 
chance of profit is necessary to induce capital 
to engage in these industries and xive employ- 
ment to laborin them. That being afforded, the 
manufacturers pay for labor the lowest price at 
which it can be had to serve their purposes. AS 
we have already seen, they draw largely from 
foreign sources, getting always the cheapest 
labor and depressing the rate of wages below 
that of the general labor market of the country. 
Now, if a tax onimports enables them to raise 
the price of wha’ they produce above the legiti- 
mate level, and to increase their profits, they 
are very sure to take the fullest advantage ot it. 
It will make no difference with the principle or 
the conditions on which their labor is employed. 
They will regard labor as an element of cost 
in production, like raw material and the ex- 
penses of management, and keep it down as 
much as possible to inerease their profits. It 
would be hard to finda man whom falr profits, 
oreven large profits, would deter from efforts 
to make them larger if he saw the way open 
for it. 

Let the chance ofinereasing profits be made by 
taxation, and the men to whom that chance is 
ottered will be in favor of the taxation every 
time. They will wish to make it higher so long 
as that promises to add to their profits, and they 
will resist any effort to make it lower 80 long as 
they think that may lessen their pretits. The 
wages they have to pay have nothing to do 
with it. Itis simply the common desire of man 
to add to his wealth where there is a chance, 
and the very general willingness to do 
80 at the expensg of others. Every 
dollar of added profits due to taxation 
above what is needed for revenue or legitimate 
protection—aamitting protection to a certain 
extent to be legitimate—goes to capital, nota 
cent to labor, and every dollar of it is drawn 
from the consumers of the eountry, who are 
also its producers. This very eee of profits 
intensifies cupidity and the desire for more, 
and increases the power of the employers over 
the employed, or the dependence of the latter 
upon the former. , 

Butin a country of free institutions and sup- 
posed equal rights, this matter has a very seri- 
ous aspect. Where profits depend only on in- 
dustrial and commercial eonditions, on what 
may be regarded as the natural laws of indus- 
try and trade, capitalists and employers have no 
interest in legislation er pelitical action differ- 
ent from that of people in general. They will 
be cencerned fer public economy and good ad- 
ministration, but their profits and_ their 
business will not depend on acts of Con- 
gress and the results of political con- 
tests. Give them profit by legislation, in- 
crease those prefits by further legislation, 
make it possible to endanger their profits by 
adverse legislation, and they become politicians 
arrayed on one side of acantest bythe strong- 
est kind of self-interest. They will use their 
monvy and their efferts to affect legislation in 
their interests in the very hall,and committee 
rooms and lobbies of Congress, and they will 
go with their money, their intluence, and their 
power into politics to control the action of par- 
ties in caucuses and eonventions, and to help 
carry elections for the party that promises to 
guard their interests, however inconsistent with 
the well-being of the people at Jarge or of the 
country as a nation. Thus is introduced into 
pelitics a mighty factor that is subversive of 
the principles which can alone make free gov- 
ernment safe, these of equality of rights anda 
suftrage swayed only by the honest and intelli- 
gent convictions of the people. 

How does this vast self-interest and this great 
power of capitalists whose profits are bound up 
witb taxation affect the individual independ- 
ence of those whom they employ? They have 
in their working force, already inspired with a 
feeling of dependence, large masses of voting 
citizens, some of them at least intelligent 
enough to understand that their interests and 
those of their fellow-workingmen are opposed 
to this system of excessive taxation., These 
men have convictions on the subject and the 
desire to give them full and free expres- 
sion by their votes. But their employers 
have a new and very strong ineentive 
for making, them feel and acknowledge their 
dependence in what they have at stake in poli- 
tics. They have a strong motive for wishing to 
control the votes of their workingmen, whereas 
if their profits were not in part derived from 
taxation they would leave themfree. They will 
try to convince their rey Ay that it is for 
their own interest or that it is theirduty to their 
employers to vote to sustain the high taxes; 
they will use their influence, they will even use 
their power over employment and wages, to 
coerce the votes of hundreds and ef thousands 
of men. Thus the self-interest and cupidity of 
those whose profits are made largely by Govern- 
ment action at the expense ef the people will 
lead them to subject even the political rights 
and the political action of those whom they em- 
ploy to their own will. This 1s an enormous and 
dangerous evil, and every honest and intelligent 
worker should do his utmost to release himself 
and his fellow-workers from a menacing thrall- 
dom. A WORKER,

THE FRENCH COMEDIANS. 

M. Coqtelin joined with Mme. Hading 
last evening at Palmer’s Theatre in a represen- 
tation of the familiar drama of progressive 
tuberculosis by Alexandre Dumas, the younger 
and the worser, entitlea “La Dame aux 
Camélias.” Cequelin’s part was Georges Duval, 
father of the emotional hero, and his treatment 
ofit was eminéntly characteristic, and there- 
fore) as may be inferred, consistent and natural. 
He made the elder Duval a stern but prepossess- 
ing old gentleman, who vore with him a sense of 
the dignity which is attached to public office in 
European countries. Thef§measure of per- 
senal dignity he lacked because of his 
small stature was made up by the fine grav- 
ity of his countenance and the niceness of 
his deportment. The varieus moods of this 
good ol@ man during his interview with the 
womar whom he asked to sacrifice all the hap- 
piness she had ever known were expressed 
with perfect facility, but there was no effort at 
allon Coquelin’s part to give to the scene the 
ultra-theatrical effect most actors of old Duval 
strive for. Just as am earnest, polite, and 
rather commonplace French gentleman might, 
after much mental preparation, have made 
such an appeal toa woman: of the kind that 
Marguerite Gautier represents in real life, M. 
Coquelin presented the scene. There are two 
opinions of the artistic correctness of this 
method of treatment, of course. Seme persons 
who think they know contend that, as allacting 
is symbolism, the actor should always use 
those symbols which meat clearly convey to the 
spectator the whole significance of the situation 
he is presenting. It is the actor’s business, 
they contend, to touch the heart when he can 
as well as satisfy the intellect. Tho notable 
situation in Act. III of “La Dame aux 
Camélias,” whatever may be the accepted 
opinien of the moral quality of the play, (and 
we regard it as detestable,) is meant to embody 
@ high ideal of self-sacritice. The matter of it 
has been expressed by Verdi in music that will 
last long after the petty Teutonic criticism that 
we are now hearing so mueh of has been for- 
gotten. It is a great cenflict of the human 
heart, and perhaps there ought to be more In 
the portrayal of it than exquisitely natural 1n- 
flections of the voice, nice management of a 
silk hat and a pocket handkerchief, and a 


perfectly reasonable expression of profound 
sympathy. But M. Coquelin’s theory ef 
acting does not comprenend a tone or a 
gesture that carries the spectator beyond the 
boundaries ef the real into the atmosphere of 
the ideal, and he is a consistent and splendidly- 
— expenent of nis own theory. Every- 
thing he does impresses the trained observer 
with a feeling of admiration; and although that 
teeling does not reach the point of enthusiasm 
when he acts old Duval, as it does when 
he is seen as Annibal or Destournelles or 
Mascarille, one who has witnessed his acting 
in the precious play of Dumas fils does not 
find his appreciation of the superb art of the 
actor lessened. In this, asin all other charac- 
ters he assumes, his speech, his posing, gestic- 
ulations, and the play of his features make a 
perfect illusion and convey the idea to the 
spectators that they have been afforded a 
glimpse of an uncommon but entirely probablo 
series of incidents in real life. 

It is much more difficult tospeak of Jane 
Hading’s acting as Marguerite Gautier. The 
beauty of this Woman grows upon yeu, and the 
charm of her smile, the eloquence of her 
tears, and the sweetness of her voice are 
better appreciated after seeing her half a 
dozen times than at the first view. She is an in- 
telligent artist who knows every effect she is 
trying to produce, and never fails from a lack 
of pajnstaking endeavor. Her conception of 
the character of Mlle. Gautier is perfectly 
intelligible; her execution of it at was ali times 
sympathetic and interesting, but not always 
perfect. Itlacked repose and fine gradations 
of effect. Her sadness was as impressive, and 
her tears as touching, in the early seenes before 
Marguerite has experienced the passion of love, 
as they were in later passages. This statement 
comprehends only that sige of the play pre- 
ceding the fourth act. he ballroom scene and 
the death-bed episode, passages which invari- 
ably arouse the multitude to manifestations of 
amazemeat and sympathetic grief, are 
not nearly so diflicult for an actress, 
and there is nething in them _ that 
Mme. Hading cannot do well enough te. satisfy 
all reasonable tastes. But it was impossible, 
while the influence of her over-restiess and 
nervous and somewhat fussy expression of the 
woman’s agony in Act IIL, not to remembers 
Sarah Bernhardt’s acting in the same scene. 
Compared with Bernhardt’s Marguerite Gautier 
Hading’s is as the flame of a candle to the blaz- 
ing of asun. But there is warmth and grateful 
light in the candle’s ftiame. 

Mme. Hading is young, and the heroine ef 
“La Dame aux Camélias” is a new part to her. 
She has now acted it four times, three of them 
in as manay different cities in South America, 
Her capacity for artistic development is great, 
and under the right conditions the promise of 
her present endeavors will be fulfilled. The in- 
fluence of artistic associationg with Coquelin 
ought to greatly benefit her to a certain 
degree. It is certain that during the 
fortheoming tour ef these artists through 
the other American cities Mme. .Hading 
will be received with acclaim. She has the 

uality of personal attractiveness and the en- 
thusiastic spirit ef youtb. She dresses with 


. luxury and good taste. Her popularity in this 


city is no longer:in doubt after the favor be- 
rei by the public upon her rather immature 
but interesting acting in ‘“ Frou-Frou”’ and ‘Ca- 
Iille.”’” She deserves to be well received 
and to be judged by high standards. The house 
was crowded last night, and the applause was 
frequent and sincere. The acting was all com- 
mendable. Duquesne impersonated Armand in 
his usnal conscientious way, and Mme, Jenny 
Rose was & capital Pradence. 


MIT FREMDEN FEDERN. 

At the Star Theatre this week Mr. Gustave 
Amberg is introducing the stock company 
which is, later on, to appear at the new German 
theatre on Irving-place.

THE TWO MARRIAGES OF DR. 0. W. WIGH? 
MADE KNOWN AFTER HIS DEATH. 
DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 22.—The announce 
ment that the late Dr. O. W. Wight had been 
twice married that appeared in the long obitu 
ary notices given of him in the newspapers 
here was asurprise to all his acquaintances in 
this city. It wae supposed by them that he haa 
never married, and his death brings to light 
& singular and in some respects aimost_ 
romantic state of facts, It seems that when- 
he was a young man some friends in- 
troduced him to Miss Sarah Whitmore, 
and he became engaged to her after 
asbort courtship. Her only relative was her 
mother, who died suddealy and leftthe daugh- 
ter unprovided for. This hastened the marriage, 
and after the wedding the young bridegroom 
found that his bride was an insane epileptic of 
the worst type. She had lucid intervais, ana 
during the courtship her friends were careful 
to let bim see her only at such times. He subse- 
quently removed to Indiana, where he procured 
a divorce. The matter was proceeded with ac- 
cording to law, and in her lucid intervals the 
wife consented to have the decree of marriage 
set aside. At the husband’s instance a guardian 
was appointed to look after her interests, and in 
course of time the courts granted an abselute 

divorce, 

Dr. Wight then married Miss Catharine Cham- 
berlain, and here comes in the remarkable part 
of this strange domestic history. He and his 
second wife adepted the first, who was taken 
into their house on the footing of a daughter. 
She required every care and attention, and she 
had itfrom both, The second wife died while 
they were living in Oconomowoc, Wis., aud 
he was then obliged to find a place 
of refuge other than his own home 
for his firat wife. He placed her under 
the oharge of Sisters of Charity in a retreat 
in Wisconsin, and she is there at this time. He 
had never failea to previde for her up to the 
day of his death, even though at times in 
straitened circumstances himeelf, The 
Catholic Church refuses to recognize absolute 
divorce, and in tho institution where the invalid 
is cared for she has always been known as Dr, 
Wight’s wife. The circumstances ereated a4 
great scandal at the time, and a long con- 
troversy was Carried on years ago in Wiscon- 
sin, where she lived. The singular circumstance 
that he and his second wife should adopt and 
care for the first gave rise te no end of goaslp 
and surmise and unpleasant suggestions of al 
conoeivable serts. But the matter had so com- 

letely died out of late years that in his latest 
es the facts were entirely unknown, and oniy 
his death has revealed them. His course seems 
to have been honorable throughout and dictated 
by sincere affection under very trying eircum- 
etances, 

He was esteemed in this city for the purity of 
his private life, and at the same time admired 
for his almest encyclopediec knowledge and his 
great ability in connection with all phases of 
sanitary science and improvement.

THE TILDEN WILL VALID 


JUDGE LAWRENOE DECIDES 

* AGAINS#F THE* CONTESTANT. 

THE CASE WILL BE APPEALED FROM THE 
DECISION TO THE GENERAL TERM OF 


THE SUPREME COURT. . 
“The validity of Samuel J. Tilden’s will 
has been sustained by Judge Lawrence of the 
Supreme Court, who yesterday handed down a 
decision giving judgment against Mr. Tilden’s 
nephew, George H. Tilden, in his action against 
the Executors ef the will and the Trustees of 
the Tilden Trust. It was sought to have 
the court decide that the devises and be- 
quests in clauses 33, 34, and 35 of the 
will were invaild, and that in respect to 
the property therein mentioned Mr. Tilden 
died intestate, and that the said property vested 
in George H. Tilden and the heirs atlaw and 
next of kin, and that the Executors be required 
to account for the portion of the estate left 
after establishing certain other trusts provided 
for in the will. It was claimed that the provis- 
ions ef the three clauses in question were in- 
definite, invalid, and unauthorized by law, and 


that they unlawfully suspended the absolute 
power of alienation of the estate. 

The contestant of the will was represented by 
an exceedingly able array of counsel, compris- 
ing Vanderpoel, Green & Cuming, Delos Me- 
Curdy, L. D. Brewster, and Joseph H. Choate, 
for the Executors ana Trustees appeared Carter 
Rollins & Ledyard, George F. Comstock, an 
Smith M. Weed. Andrew H. Green, John Bige- 
Jow, and George W. Smith are the Executore of 
the will, aud Messrs. Green, Bigelow, Smith, 
Orr, and Walker the Trustees ef the Tilden 
Trust, Which was incorporated March 26, 1887. 

The main discussion was presented in regard 
to the provisions of clause 35 of the will. which 
reads as follows: 


“JT request my said Executors and Trustees to ob- 
tain as speedily as possible from the Legislature an 
act of incorporation of an institution to be known 
as the Tilden Trast, with capacity to establish and 
maintain a free library and reading room in the city 
of New-York and to promote such scientific and 
educational objects as my said Execntors and 
Truste6s may more particularly designate. Such 
corporation shal) have not less than five Trustees, 
with power to fill vacancies in their number, and in 
©aso said institution shall be incorporated in a form 
and manner satisfactory to my said Executors and 
Trustees during the lifetime of the survivor of the 
two lives in being, upon which the trust of my gen- 
eral estate, herein created, is limited, to wit, the 
lives of Raby 8. Tilten and Susie Whittlesey, I 
hereby authorize my said Executors and Trustees 
to organize the said corporation, designate the first 
Trustees thereof, and convey to or apply to the use 
of the same the rest, residue, and remainder of all 
my real and personal estate not spocifically disposed 
of by this instrument, or so much thereof as they 
may deem expedient, but subject nevertheless to 
the special trusts herein directed to be constituted 
for particular persons, and to the obligations to 
make and keep good the said special trusts, pro- 
vided that the said corporation shall be authorized 
by law to assume such obligation. . 

**But in case such ax inatitution should not be so 
incorporated during the lifetime of the survivors of 
the said Ruby S. Tilden and Susie Whittlesey or if 
for any cause in reason my raid Executors and 
Trustees shall deem it inexpedient to convey said 
rest, residue, and remainder, or any part thereof, or 
lo apply the same, orany part thereof, to the said 
institution, I authorize my said Executors and 
Trusteas to apply the rest, residue, and remainder 
of my property, real and personal, after making 
good the said special trusts herein directed to be 
constituted, or such portion thereof as they may not 
deem it expedient to apply to its use, tosuch char- 
itable, educational and scientific purposes asin the 
judgment of my said Kxecutorsand Trustees will 
render the said rest, residue, and remainder of my 
property most wideiy and substantially beneticial 
to the interests of mankind,” 


On behalf of George H. Tilden it was asserted 
that the gift of this clause was fatally uncertain 
as to subject and object, and that the trust 
could not be supported by resorting to the Eng- 
lish doctrine of charitable uses or the doctrine 
of cy pres, and that neither of those doctrines 
has any piace in the laws of this State. In the 
last contention Judge Lawrence concedes that 
the plaintiil was right. The trust contained in 
the clause, he held, must be tested by the same 
legal rules as appertain to all other trusts, and 
inust be sustained, if at all, by those rules. 

Tne Executors of Mr. Tilden’s will made ap- 
plication to the Legislature in January, 1887, 
Yor the incorporation of the Tilden Trust, and 
deciarga they chose to confine the designation 
of its purposes to the establishment and main- 
tenance of a free library and reading room in 
the city of New-York. The Legislature 1n its 
act recited that the Executors and ‘Trustees 
deemed it inexpedienut to designate any other 
purposes than a free library and reading room. 
It also provided that the said corporation should 
have power to receive such money as was left 
by will subject to the terms and conditions im- 
posed by it 1n respect to the gift or gifts therein 
inade and provided for to a corporation to be 
formed and to be known as the Tilden Trust. 
In 1887 the Executors conveyed to the trust all 
the rest, residue, and remainder of all real and 
personal estate which they were authorized to 
by the thirty-fifth clause of the will. 

From these facts Judge Lawrence finds that 
the Executers and Trustees have divested them- 
selves as far as possible of any interest they 
may have had in the residuary estate. and have 
vested the estate in the Tilden Trust, and that 
such divesting and vesting, if good in law, has 
been accomplished in the lifetime ef Ruby 8. 
Tilden and Susie Whittlesey, and basing bis de- 
cision on elementary rulesin the construing of 
wills and testing the thirty-fifth clause by the 
rules applicable to ordinary private trusts, de- 
terinines that its provisions are not void either 
by reason of the uncertainty of the object or the 
subject of the trust. 

In examining this clause Judge Lawrence de- 
cides that it was clearly not the intention of the 
testator that the plaintit® should have any por- 
tion of the residuary estate, aud that proper 
provision was made fereach. His intentions, 
therefore, must be carried out unless in viola- 
tion of the law of the State. He is also of the 
opinion that the clause contains two separate 
and distinct alternative gifts, the first or pri- 
mary for the benefit of the Tilden Trust, and 
the secondary and ulterior gift in the event of 
the primary gift not taking effect for such 
charitable, educational, and _ scientific purposes 
asin the judgment of the Trustees will render 
Lhe reat, residue, and remainder of the property 
most widely and substantially beneficlal to the 
interests of mankind. The first provision, in 
his opinion, may stand even if the seeond be 
void by reasen of uncertainty, and should be 
separated from the second. 

It was contended for the contestant that the 
Tilden Trust did not answer the description of 


that trust in the will. and that the will required, ° 


in addition to capacity to establish and main- 
tain afree library and reading room,that the trust 
should be empowered to promote such scien- 
tific and educational objects as the Exeeutors 
might more particularly designate, and that 
such capacity not being given by the act of the 
Legislature, and as the power conveyed was 
vague, the provision was void In this 
view Judge Lawrence does not accede: 
but holds that without vielenee te language 
the establishing of a well-selected library may 
be said to embrace scientific and educational 
objects. Furthermore, as by the act of the 
Legislature the trust is empowered to receive 
all given by the will, it has become vested with 
all the capacity which the Exeeutors possessed 
by the wiliin regard to the designation of scien- 
titic and educational objects. 
proceeds: 


“Nor can [agree with the plaintifi’s counsel in 
the position that the previsions of the will fall within 
the restrictions of the statute relating to perpetul- 
ties. The testator has provided that the institution to 
be known as the Tilden Trust shall be inoorporated in 
form and manner ‘satisfactory to my said Executors 
and Trustees during the lifetime of the survivor of 
the two livesin being upon which trust of my general 
estate herein created is limited, to wit, the lives of 
Ruby §. Tilden and Susie Whittlesey.’ Itis very 
clear from this that the testator had in mind the 
provisions of the Revised Statutes in respect to the 
suspension of the power by alienation, and that he 
intended that his Executors should comply with the 
provisions. . 

“In construing this will we must presume tnat 
Uhe testator intended to make a legal disposition of 
his estate, rather than a void or illegal one, and it 
is the daty of the court to give to the language used 
by the testator such aconstruction as will make 
the instrament or limitation legal or valid, if it can 
be donein harmony with well-settled rules, with 
the manifest intent and adjudicated cases, rather 
than such construction as will render at legal and 
ougatory. 

“Having reached the conclusion that the pri- 
mary gift contained in the thirty-tifth paragraph of 
tho will is not void, either as to uncertainty of ob- 
ject or subject; that it is not in contravention of the 
statate against perpetuities, and that the provisions 
of the Revised Statutes in relation to express trusts 
as to lands do not apply in any event as to the per- 
sonal estate, there ure some remaining questions to 
be considered. 

“Assuming the authorities to establish that the 
right to give toa corporation to be created after the 
death of the testator exists, and that the gift insuch 
incorporation becomes effectual, the question pre- 
sents itself: What is the estate or interest which 
the Executors and Trustees hold in the property de- 
vised and bequeathed to them by the will? 

“Great stress has been laid by counsel upon the 
thirty-ninth article of the will, which 1s as follows: 
“I hereby devise and bequeath tomy said Execu- 
tors and Trustees and to their successors in the 
trast hereby created, and to the survivers and sur- 
vivor of them, all the rest, residuo, and remainder 
of 2 the property, realand personal,'of whatever 
nanie or nature and wherever situated, of which I 
may ba seized or possessed, or to which I may be 
entitled at the time of mv decease, which 
inay remain after instituting the several trusts 
for the benefit of specific persons, and after making 
etd nyt for the specific bequests and objects as 
ierein directed, to have and to hold the same unto 
iny said Executors and Trustees ana to their suo. 
cessors in the trust thereby created,and the surviv- 
ora and survivor o? them, in trust, to possess, hold, 
manace, anid take care of the same during a period 
hot exceeding two lives iv being, that is to say, the 
ives of <A niece Ruby S. Tilden and my grand-niece 
Susie Whittlesey. and until the decease of the sur- 
vivor of the said two persons, and after deducting 

Necessary and proper expenses, to apply the 
same and the Brocetde thereof to the objects and 
purposes mentioned in thin, my will.’

“If there is anything in the provisions of the 
thirty-ninth article of the will which seems to be 
inconsistent with the thirty-fifth article or to con- 
flict with the view that the testator intended to 
give to his Exeouters an estate supportable as an 
exeoutory devise, or with the view vhat the devise 
and bequest contained in the last-mentioned arti- 
cle can be supported as a power in trust, after sep- 
arating the primary from the uncertain, ulterior 
gift, the cases heretofore cited establish, I think, 
that the actual intention ef the testater is to be 
artived at by an examination of @ whole 
will And it appears to me that the intention 
ot the tostator, as disclosed by the whole will, 
was that the plaintiff and the other heirs at law 
and next of kin should receive nothing beyond the 
provisions made for each of them in other portions 
of the will, and should be excluded from the enjoy- 
ment of any part of his residuary estate, and as the 
carrying out of that intention can be etfectuata 
without violating the rules of law, the provisions o 
articles 35 and 39 should be harmonized, and the 
court refuse to deolare that the testator died in- 
testate as to his residuary estate,” 


Judge Lawrence further holds that if the case 
is not free from doubt, the benetit must be 
given in support ef the will, and continues: 

“Again, even if the Tilden Trust, as constituted by 
the Legislatare, is not the oerporation which tne 
testator designed that his Executors should invoke 
the Legislature to create, the court should not on 
that account, at this time, adjudgo that the pro- 
visions of the will are void, as it Js possible that 
within the two lives designated in the will, acor- 

oration fully answering the testator’s views may 
be calledinto being, or the powers of the present 
corporation so extended as to meet the objections 
urged by the plaintiff's counsel. 

“Y have examined the anthorities cited in the 
eladorate briefs of counsel with atteutive care, and 
have derived instruction from their perusal; but as 
a resuit of my examination of those authorities and 
briefs, and of the whole case, I feel obliged to say 
that the attack upon the validity of the will cannot 
be successfully sustained.”’ 

Messrs. Vanderpoel, Green. and Cuming were 
seen by a TIMES reporter. They say that the 
case will be appealed from Judge Lawrence's 
decision to the General Term of the Supreme 
Court. The case cannot come up before Jan- 
wary.

WHERE THRONGS OF BUYERS ARE 


VESTING IN FALL GOODS. 

Those people who have had the notion 
put into their heads that a political campaign 
and dull business always eome together cannot 
have visited lately the great establisbment of 
Mr. Hearn at 22, 24, 26, and 30 West Four- 
teenth-street. A single visit will remove any 
such delusion. When a New-York lady has a 
friend come to see her one of the sights of the 
city is the daily crowd of shoppers on Four- 
teenth-street. Perhaps they do not all go into 


Hearn’s, but it is certain that the crowd there 
always looks larger than it does on the outdoor 
promenade. If any ene should insist that as 
many drop in at Hearn’s whe can getin at one 
time and that the rest of the shoppers march 
up and down the block only waiting their 
chance it would be no easy task to disprove 
such an assertion. Appearances certainly favor it. 

A crowd in that bazar must be a genuine 
crowd. When a building a block deep and cov- 
ering seven full building lots looks crowded it 
means something.

Packing and deliver- 
ing have been reduced to an exact science by 
this force, a mistake being seldom heard of, 
enormous as isthe work. The two upper floors 
are kept secluded from the general visitor, but 
every inch of them is in use. Part of one of 
them 1s sectioned off for the offices of the es- 
tablishment. In the other part and on the other 
fleor the force of the receiving department hold 
sway amid poxes full of new goods piled toward 
the ceiling. 

On the four floors to which shoppers have 
access there are throngs of buyers almost every 
hour in the day. In the basement shoppers find 
everything in the dry goods line for housekeep- 
ing, muslins, blankets, linings, notions, and 
what net. The upholstery department, which 
isan object ef special pride to Mr. Hearn and 
of satisfaction to his customers, also has a good 
space on that floer. Everybody who has ever 
looked in at Hearn’s will agree that the main 
floor, whichis entered from the street, is in- 
describable. There are fully 15 departments of 
fancy goods there, besides departments of silks,

‘dress goods, linens, art embroideries, hosiery, 
‘men’s furmishing goods, laces, and trimmings.

AN INDEPENDENT REPUBLICAN TO RUN 
AGAINST W. C. WALLACE. 

The independent voters of the Third Con- 
eressional District will name a candidate to 
vote for in the person of William J. Coombs, a 
well-known merchant residing in the Twentieth 
Ward. Mr. Coombs was nominated last night 
by a citizens’ committee of 50, who met at the 
residence of David H. Halsey, on Washington- 
avenue. Among the more prominent gentle- 
men present were Prof. Hooper of the 
Adelphi Academy, William H. Nichols, 
ex-President of the Young Republican 
Clup; B. Perry’ Sturgis, the lawyer; 
David H. Houghtaling, John A. Tayler, and 
Mr. Halsey. They formed an_ organization, to 
be known as the Independent Republican Tariff 
Reform League, and unanimously nominated 
Mr. Coomba as their candidate for Congress in 
the Third District. An Exeoutive Committeo 
will be ehosen to-day, who, after waiting upon 
Mr, Coombs and obtaining his acceptance, will 
engage headquarters and conduct a vigorous 
campaign. Negotiations were opened with the 
Democratic managers a few days ago which 
will reeult in an indorsement of Mr, Coombs by 
the Democratic Convention, which meets to- 
morrow, 

The citizens’ meeting of last night represented 
nearly 3,000 independent Republicans residing 
in the Seventh, Thirteenth, Twentieth, Twenty- 
first, and ‘T'wenty-third Wards, who favor tariff 
reform. They are the men who rolled up the 
big plurality for ex-Congressman Darwin R. 
James and by their opposition caused the miser- 
able litcle plurality of 172 given to 8. V. White 
as Mr. James’s successor. Allied with the hun- 
dreds who have expressed their detestation of 
the influences that dictated the nomination of 
Wiluam ©. Wallace at the Republican Conven- 
tion on Saturday, they hold the balance of power 
in the-Third District. Backed up by a Demo- 
cratic indorsement, their candidate cun carry 
the district hands down. 

Nothing had so excited the Republicans 
of the district in a long time as the man- 
ner in which Quarantine Commissioner 
Nichols and E. B. Bartlett, the ware- 
houseman, dictated to them their nominee 
for Cengress, W. ©. Wallace. The Twentieth 
Ward people, among whom Mr. Wallace lives, 
are especially indignant at that gentleman for 
deserting Robert D. Benedict, wnose nomina- 
tion Wallace had pledged himself to procure. 
He was elected a delegate to the convention 
because he bad signed acircular advocating 
Mr. Benedict’s nomination as Congressman. 
At the last minute he failed to occupy his seat 
in the convention and half an hour later had 
been nominated by Nichols, Bartlett, and Ernest 
Nathan. 

He went upon the platform and deciared that 
he was surprised at the action of the conven- 
tion, yet he had known of the plan long enouxh 
to enable him to resign from the Executive 
Committee of the Young Republican Club, A 
law of that club forbids an officer to accept a 
nomination to public office. and a committee 
waited upon Mr. Wallace Sunday night to de- 
mand an explanation. He reminded them that 
he had resigned before he had been nominated 
and thought that action cleared him from blame.

TARIFF NOT 10 BLAME. 


MORAL OF AN ATTEMPTED REDUC- 
TION IN WAGES AT YONKERS. 

The argument that wages are regulated 
by the tariff has received another sad blow. 
John T. Waring is the head of the Waring Hat 
Manufacturing Company at Yonkers, N. Y. 
He is likewise a Republican and the Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Yonkers Harrison and Morton Busi- 
ness Men’s Club. A few days ago the Waring 
Company and the Empire Hat Company of Yon- 
kers, also a Republican concern, decided to 
reduce the wages among their employes in the 
manufacture of acertain grade ef hats 10 per’ 
cent. it was claim-d by Mr. Waring that be 
was paying this muchin excess of what other 
companies were paying for the same work, and 
he gave notice that on Oct. 17 the reduction 
would take place. 

On that day the menin both his factory and 
the Empire walked out and refused to return 
until the old price was restored. After some 
parleying Mr. Waring acceded, saying a5 an 
excuse for yielding that he could better afford 
to pay the advance than to let his factory lie 
idle. Despite Mr. Waring’s elaim that politics 
bad vothing whatever to de with the manceuvre 
the Democrats of Yonkers are making much 
capital of it. It has demonstrated that the 
tariff has not so much to do with wages as the 
desire of the manufacturers to reap a big profit, 
and more emphatically is this phase of the sub- 
ject impressed upon them when it is understood 
that the yleld of the 10 per eent. went into the 
schedule of wages which is made but once a 
year. 

Another matter whieh has come te the surface 
in Yonkers and is causing a great deal of talk, 
not only among Mr. Waring’s employes, but 
others, is the fact that after Mr. Waring almost 
lost his fortunein Yonkers some yeare ago by 
building the Greystone mansion which he sold 
to Samuel J. Tilden at about one-third its cost, 
and other real estate speculations, he went to 
Concord Junction, Mass., and there employed 
prison contract labor at a cost of 40 te 60 cents 
aday. Herecovered his lost financial ground 
there and then returned to Yonkers and re-es- 
tablished his hat factory, now one ef the largest 
in the country. 
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A NEW STATION WANTED. 
Residents of Harlem have petitioned the 
elevated railroad company for a new station at 
One Hundred and Thirtieth-street. [t is claimed 
that a station at that pointis needed to accom- 
modate patrons in the vicinity who are now 
obliged to go either to the station at One Hun- 


dred and Twenty-tifth-street or tothe one at 
One Hundred and Thirty-fifth-street. The argu- 
ment is used that owing to the large increase of 
population in West Harlem and the concentra- 
tion of traflic lines at Eighth-avenue and One 
Hundred and Twenty-tifth-street passengers are 
crowded in an uncomfortable if not dangerous 
manner on the station aud approaches theretu. 
Inconvenience is largely complained of by rest- 
dents of One Hundrea and Twenty-eighth and 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth streets. Col. 
Hain, mavager of the company, said yesterday 
that theimprovement was being considered by 
the Directors. ‘*A new station,” said he, “is a 
matter of $30,000 to us, and therefore worth 
careful consideration. When citizens demand a 
new station they forget the cost and the effect 
another stoppage point will have on the sched- 
ule. As far asI know the company has not 
yet decided to build any new stations this year.’

TAB REPORT CONFIRMED. 


NEWS OF THE COLLISION WHICH OC- 
CURRED OFF ABSECOM LIGHT. 

Tho steamship Tonawanda, Capt. Brick- 
ley, which arrived at this port late Sunday 
night, brought news whieh pointed clearly to 
the fact that a collision had oecurred in the 
neighborhood of Absesoom Light on Saturday 
night. Her Captain said. that, when ata position 
nine miles distant from the light, she passed a 
brig badly damaged and dismantled, with fore- 
topgallant mast gene and sails all in ribbons. 
Near her were two steamers, one an Old 
Dominion side- wheeler, the other an unknown. 
Considerable anxiety was felt yesterday at the 
office of the Old Dominion Line until a dispatch 
received from Norfolk, Vu, while gr ei | 
the fact that accident had occurred, aliaye 
all fears as Tegards loss of life. It stated 
that the steamship Roanoke, which left for 
Norfolk Saturday, had been in collision with 
ot Portland, Me. The 
collision occurred at about 11:30 Saturday 
night off Cape Absecom. Tho Hyperion was on 
her way from Philadelphia to Portland loaded 
with 400 tons of coal. She was badly damaged 
forward, and although an attempt was made to 
tow her to port, the Roanoke putting five men 
on board of her and giving her a hawser, it s0on 
became evident she was sinking. The crew and 
the steamer’s men were all safely got on board, 
and at 5:28 Sunday morning she sank iu 13 
fathoms of water immediately in the track of 
vessels. Her mainmast was left standing, with 
the topmast out of water. 

The Roanoke was in charge of her first officer 
atthe time of the collision. Statements of all 
the ofticers and of the crew of the brig will 
have to be taken before the responsibility can 
be properly placed. The Roanoke was dot In- 
jured to any extent, the force of the blow hav- 
ing spent itself near her stern, smashing a few 
_—— and tearing up the woodwork slightly. 

he arrived at Norfolk at 8:30 yesterday morn- 
ing. The Hyperion was built in Wiscasset, Me., 
in 1864, was repatred in 1877, and was owned 
principally by B. J. Willard of Portland. 

Another possible case of collision is suggested 
by the report of the State of Georgia, which ar- 
rived yesterday. Her Captain says that at noon 
Oct. 20 he passed elose to a vessel of about 400 
or 500 tons with the hull bottom up, but at first 
sight et, sound, On cleser examination a 
ragged break in the planking was to be seen on 
the port quarter. Her rpdder also was gone. 
She lay head to the sea d wind and was ap- 
parently anchored, the depth of water being 
only 44 fathoms. The position of this derelict 
is latitude 41° longitude 66’, and is direetly in 
the path of ocean-going vessels. 


HIS BROTHER SURRENDERS. 


BUT THE MURDERER OF ANTONIO 
FLACCOMIO IS STILL AT LARGE, 

Coroner Eidman was able to get the par- 
ticulars of the Flaccomio murder without diffi- 
culty from the Sicilian witnesses of the crime 
who were at the inquest, concluded yesterday. 
Frank ‘Alta, Natale Sabbatino, and Giuseppe 
Canizzare, who were examined, teld substan- 
tially the same story of the murder as that 
narrated to Inspector Byrnes. 

Sabbatino said that Fiaccomio and the Quar- 
teraro brothers quarreled because Pollicci, who 


entered the restaurant after the game was com- 
menced, was not allowed to join init, Flac- 
comio and the brothers went out in the hall, the 
deceased taking a large knife with him. and 
they continued their quarrel there. Aita took 
Flaccomie by the arm, and saying **come aiong 
with me,” led him to the Cooper Union Euila- 
ing, where they were followed by the Quarte- 
raros. Vincenzo had along knife in his hand. 
When he got to the Cooper Union building he 
saw Vinoenzorunning toward Flaccomio, saying: 
“’m going to give itto you.” Aitaintercepted 
Vincenzo and Carlo, who was behind, stabbed 
the deceased. The witness get hola of Flac- 
comio after he was struck, and he said: **New 
I am dying; Quarteraro has killed me.” Sab- 
batino said he did not make a statement in the 
first instance before the Coroner, because he did 
not know whattodo. He said that he had lied 
when hetold the policeman hedid not know 
about the etabbing, because he was afraid. 

Giuseppe Canizzaro, a partner of Sabbatino, 
said he did not follow the party out on ‘the 
street from the restaurant, because he was not 
interested in the case. 

The jury found that Flaecomio haadcome to 
his death from a stab with a knife in the hands 
of Carlo Quarieraro. Coroner Eidman commit- 
ted Sabbatino, Aita, Joseph Scheggi, and Joseph 
Connesarga to the House of Detention. 

Vincenzo Quarteraro walked into tne office of 
Inspector Byrnes at noon yesterday and gave 
himself up. He said that he did so because he 
saw by the accounts published in the morning 
papers that he was suspected of being implicat- 
edin the murder. Vincenzo claimed that he 
was innocent and that he was able to prove an 
alibi and appeared much surprised when in- 
formed that he was undor arrest. He said he 
thoughthe might be wanted as a witness in the 
case, but did not expect to be treated as a pris- 
oner. He was turnedover tothe custody of 
Coroner Kidman.

They have issued ecards and 
circulars eontrasting, in the plainest language, 
the position of the two parties on the tairff 
issue. The showing they make is so clear that 
any one can understand it. From all reports the 
work is bearing good fruit. One of thecirculars, 
for instance, quotes on one side from the 
statutes describing the duties on cotton 
goods. The law takes irto account 80 


many grades and ualities that the 
mere statement of t nearly fills a 
page of small type. Onthe reverse of the cir- 
cular, the largest type is used and still half the 
page is blank, in describing the Democratic 
policy of 40 per cent. ad valorem on all cotton 
cloth, Another circular lists articles in most 
general use, with the rate of duty attached. Be- 
low is a quotation from @ speech by Mr. Blaine, 
in which he advocates free lumber, which was 
not taxed even in the exigencies of the war, but 
which the Republicans have since taxed to foster 
monopoly. On the reverse of this ciroular is 
Nast’s illustration of the farmer, with every- 
thing he wears and uses taxed. 

One of the cards issued by the club quotes 
from the —— of Republican leaders to 
prove that the high tariff was adopted only as 
& War measure, its advocates during the war 
excusing it on the ground of urgent govern- 
mental needs and promising to repeal it as seon 
as the war sheuld be over. The reverse side 
quotes the Republican platforms of -1865 anid 
1884, demanding a decrease of taxation, and 
then prints tables showing that the percentage 
of duties on dutiable imports jumped from 36.69 
per cent. in 1864 to 47.56 per cent. in 1865, and 
has been steadily maintained, being 47.10 per 
cent. in 1887. The Mills bill proposed to make 
the percentage 42.78. 

Another card quotes an interview in THE 
TImMEs with D.B,.Judson of Gloversville,showin 
that the removal of the duty onfhides cnet | 
the glove business from $200,000 per year to 
$8,000,000 per year, and advocating the reduc- 
tion on gloves from 50 to 40 per cent., proposed 
by the Mills bill, on the ground that it would 
further improve the business, and that the 
extra 10 per cent. is simply surplus protection. 
The reverse of this card quotes an interview in 
THE TIMES with a workman at Meriden, who 
has found business as good as ever during the 
past four years, and who is confident that if 
raw materials were free he would have enough 
extra work to keep him busy 12 months in the 
year. Under the present tariff work slackens, 
and he is forced to be idle about two months 
every year.

CORNELL AND CLEVELAND 


JHE PRESIDENYVS FRIENDS IN 
THE UNIVERSITY. 


A MAJORITY OF ITS OFFICERS AND IN- 
STRUCTORS WILL VOTE FOR HIM BE- 
CAUSE THEY BELIEVE IN HIM. 

Cornell University is neither a Demo- 
cratic nor Republican institution. It has 
always encouraged freedom ef party discuasion 
and bidden its Professors and students a hearty 
godspeed in the search for political truth. 
Twenty years ago there was ene Democratic 
Profesaor in tho institution and a majority of its 
students were Republicans. Four years age 
the issue of civil service reform worked a revo- 
lution in Cornell, and learned Republican Pro- 
fessors rallied under the independent banner to 
the support of Mr. Cleveland. Since that time 
tho reform sentiment has been steadily increas- 
ing inthe university. Of the 45 members ef the 
Faculty proper 10 are Harrison men and 35 will 
vote fer Mr. Cleveland. There are 55 instruct- 
ors and officers, ef whom 24 will vote for Mr. 
Cleveland, 14 for Gen. Harrison, and 3 for Gen. 
Fisk. Of the remainder 3 are in doubt, 6 
are studying tho question, and 5 are unwilling 
to express a preference. From interviews re- 
cently had by @ representative of THE TIMES 
with Professors, instructors, and o.ficers of the 
university these expressions are taken: 

Charles Kendall Adams, President—My view 
is now essentially the same as it was four years 
ago. Iwas then in favor of a censiderable 
change in the tariff laws with a view to reduciug 
the revenue and lessening the amount of pro- 
tection. I believe with Garfield, Hayes, Allison, 
and many other of the Republican leaders of 
ton years ago, that suchiweduction was proper 
uud needed. I see no reasen to change my 
opinion, and consider that the view taken by 
Mr. Cleveland and vhe Mills bill is essentially 
the same as that formerly held by the Repub- 
lican leaders. I should have been glad if the bill 
had been differentin some respects, but I think 
it absurd to suppose it will work any disastrous 
result to business interests. 

While many of the things done by Mr. Cleve- 
land have vot met my expectations, on the 
whole his Administration has been a good one. 
I had great hopes that the civil service reform 
would receive more attention than it nas. Cleve- 
land has made animprovement,but there is _ 
mmore to be done yet. Ihave no doubt niany 
of our offices, especially the Post Offices, have 
been 1n some confusion on account of new per- 
pons assuming the duties. Butin this respect 
the Administration is growing better as those 
persons become more used to their respective 
positions. What our country needs is efficient 
service and that stability in the offices and 
service which will keep men in position fora 
longer time after they have learned their busi- 
ness. Of course itis absurd to say that there 1s 
auy Republican method of fulfilling the duues 
of @ Pest Office as distinct from a Democratic 
way. 

When asked concerning Cengressman Mason’s 
recent remark at Ithaca that Professors were 
so taken up with imparting knowledge they 
had no time to receive it, President Adams 
exid: “Ido not believe there is any class of 
men who study the question more carefully or 
have mere clearly defined views upon the sub- 

ject now before the people than those who are 
«iving instruction in our colleges. Ido not un- 
derstand hew a man can impart knowledge that 
he has not acquired,” 

E. Benjamin Andrews, Professor of Politicul 
FEconomy.—I am a strong believer in Clevelaud. 
The most noteworthy deeds of bis Administra- 
tion are connected with the Treasury Depart- 
ment. Look at the silver question. For several 
years no Republican of any prominence 
has opened his head in opposition to the 
continued coinage of silver. The reason is this:

Heis steering us right between two 
huge dangers—Scyila and Charybdis—and he 
has thus far kept us off the rocksin a perfectly 
marvelous mauner. By buying a few bonds and 
depositing the money in those banks Blaine 
esiis ** pet banks” he prevented a panic. 

I wantour Guverument to be liberal to the 
soldiers. LamaGrand Army man myself. [ 
followed the flag four years, and cannot but 
feel that, as a nation, we ought to deal cener- 
ously with the brave boys. I have, therefore, 
watehed the President’s pension vetoes jeal- 
ously, but I believe them justitied. The indis 
criminate pensiouing of all the old soldiers, 
real or pretended, who can get Congressmen 
to urge their claims is iil-ealculated to ad- 
Vance the best interests of old soldiers or to 
make them proud of having been in the war. 
From his recent speech I judge this wholesale 
pensioning is what Mr. Blaine weuld do with 
the surplus. He would pension every old stick 
who might apply. These suggestions to put 
the surplue out at wholesale are in the direc- 
tion of Communism, and prompted by politieal 
necessity alone. Cut down the surplus to the 
level of the legitimate needs of the country. 
Thatis the tirstduty of Congress. As to the 
needless money already there, let it be used up 
under the President’s present policy by a care- 
ful purchase of bonds when they can be beught 
at a reasonable figure. : 

Benjamin 1. Wheeler, Professor of Greek Lan- 
guage and Literature.—I am in faver of the re- 
eleetion ef Mr. Clevelauna.

THE DUTY ON PENOILS. 


NO DANGER TO MANUFACTURERS FROM 
THE MILLS BILL. 

The Treasurer of the American Lead Pen- 
cil Company is reported in the American Sta- 
tioner of Oct. 18 as saying that a reduction of 10 
percent. in the duty on lead pencils, as proposed 
in the Mills bill, would drive his eoncern out of 
business. This statement is not reconcilable 
with the history of the trade for the last few 


‘years and its present state. A correspondent 


writes to Tut Times as follows: “Now is the 
time to expose false statements regarding the 
tariff. The American stationer, issued 18th inst.. 


on page 988,reports avonversatien with a pencil- 
maker which is far from a true statement. Dur- 
ing the tariff discussion in 1884 the pencil- 
makers were on hand in Washington and suc- 
ceeded in retaiming the prohibitive duty on 
cheap pencils of 50 cents a gross and 35 per 
cent. ud valerem. At that time there was 
& combination among the pencilmalkers 
and the price was fixed for the United 
States for plain cedar pencils at 85 cents a 
gross, wiile the same pencils (American make) 
were sold in London at 2s., or 50 cents, & groas. 
Our people paid the excessive price, and tue 
surplus stock was worked off in foreign coun- 
tries. The eombination broke up about a year 
ago, and new these samo pencils which were 
sold at 85 cents are selling at 45 cents a 
gross, and the makors are auxious to get all the 
orders they can.” 

Inquiries among the stationery houses eon- 
firmed fully the statements made in this 
letter. The houses eugaged in tho pool 


. Wore the American Lead Pencil Company, tho 


Eagle Lead Pencil Company, the Joseph Dixon 
Crucible Company,and E. Faber, agent for A. 
W. Faber. Of these enly the Joseph Dixon 
Crucible Company made all ef its pencils of 
every grade in this country. The others made 
only the cheaper grades here, and made or 
had made in Germany their  better-vlass 
goods. Their combination was one ef 
the simpler sort, and was made for the 
express purpose of preventing competition 
and maintaining exorbitant prices. All 
the materials necessary to the production of 
pencils existin large quantity in this country, 
and are much cheaper here than in other coun- 
tries. The finished yoods, it is declared, can be 
and are produced here cheaper then anywhere 
else. But there is no export trade for fine quali- 
ties, because the choice of pencils 1s largely one 
of prejudiee or preference, and certain roreign 
makes having become firmly established it has 
become impossible te dislodge them, although 
as gooda pencilin every respectis soldin this 
country ata much lower price than the it- 
ported article. 

Stationer Leach said: “We have to keep the 
imported article at any price. In war times, 
when we had to pay 100 per cent. premium for 
gold, it was just the same. The name sold the 
pencil and still sells it, It ecosts us $4 80 per 
gross now, while the American-made pencil, 
whick is just as good in every respect, costs $1 
less. In the cheap grades there are no pencils 
imperted. I dan’t see, in the light of these fig- 
ures, how a reduction of 10 per cent. could af- 
fect the trade in the domestic article. It would 
not bring the prise of the foreign-made article 
anywhere near the domestic price. It mignt 
prevent the reorganization of the pool, it mixht 
prevent the manufacturers from putting up the 
prices of their goods to the extravagant figures 
they formerly exacted, but it would still pre- 
vent competition with the foreigner in prices.” 

Another stationer said: “This condition of 
things shews how an excessive import duty 
promotes and fosters the organization of poois 
and combinations. Without the auty of 50 
cents a gross and 30 per cent. ac valerem no 
such pool could have been made effective. With 
the duty the combination was enabled to levy a 
tax on the American peopleof nearly 90 per cent. 
more than the reasonable profit with which they 
now express themselves satisfied. The redue- 
tion in prices since the pool broke has affected 
every grade of pencils, although it hag net been 
80 great on the better grades a4 it has upon the 
cheaper. Thereis no likelihowd that the pool 
will be re-formed until after the election.

She was freighted with 300 
tous of iron water pipes, much of which 
was piled on deck to save double handling. 
Several of the crew ef eight men complained 
that the boat was not only everloaded but top- 
hampered. Capt. AeKerley admitted the fact. 
The Howard encountered rough weather in the 
Sound, and behaved s80 badly that the officers 
felt alarm for their safety and held a cousulta- 
tion. 

As Capt. Ackerley stepped frem the engine 
room to the deck, remarking that “something 
must be done,” the boat gave a sudden lureh to 
port and 125 tons of water pipe rolied off into 
the water carrying the Captain along with it. 
The life boat was on the upper deck, could not 
be launched, and was as useless as if it lay 
in an East River sail loft. Tne men spent the 
time from 4 to 6 A. M.in fruitless search for the 
body four miles west of Cornfield Lightship, 
ond then proceeded to Mystic, where the How- 
aii is now undergoing repairs. Capt. Ackerley 
leaves a wife and six children. 





CAUGHT IN HIS FIRST THEFT. 
Michael Evers was arraigned in the Es- 
sex County Court of Sessions yesterday on a 
charge ef having stolen a pair of gloves from a 
storein Newark. He pleaded in extenuation 
that his starving family drove him to thoft, and 
his wife and six cbildren, who begged for his re- 


lease, indueed the court to discharge him. 
Evers seems, from his story of himself, to be 
something of a Jonah, The sailing vessel! from 
which he embarked from Ireland for this 
country was wrecked, but his life was saved. 
He had scarcely setiled himself in a Baxter- 
street temement house in Now-York before a 
murder was committed under the rveof, and he 
was suspected of having had a hand in it. He 
went thén to Newark, on the invitation of a 
triend, who promised to assist him, and the 
friend proved tobe a professional thief, who 
advised him to live by stealing. He was 
caught in the first aet. 





A WITNESS ARRESTED. 

John Frauk was placed on trial in Part IIL, 
General Sessions, yesterday, on the complaint of 
Samuel Champowsky, who charged that on tho 
night of Oct. 4 he was robbed by Frank and two 
others in a house on Cherry-street of $72.

SIX INTERESTING - STATES 


INDIANA AND MIOHIGAN THE 
HOST PROMISING OF ALL. 
ACTIVITY OF THE WISCONSIN AND 
IOWA DEMOCRATS—UNUSUAL PROS- 

PERITY IN A CAMPAIGN YEAR. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Whiie writing 
from the West about the political conditions 
and prospects as [feund themin Indiana, Illi- 
nois, Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Michi- 
gan, and in attempting to present fairly the 
chances of the leading parties in those States, I 
find, in glancing back ovor the letters that 
were prepared with someof the haste incidental 
to rapid travel, that but little attention was de- 
voted to one fact that was too conspicuous to be 
overlouked. In every city or town ef consider- 
able size in which the writer chanced to stop 
the hotel keepers and clerks were happy. Bus!- 
ness was’ everywhere’ declared to be 
good, except, perhaps, in Des Moines, 
Iowa, where there was complaint of dulluess, 
but that did not proceed from a hotel 
proprietor. Indianapolis is extremely prosper- 
ous, and ought to be, and some of the wealth 
that is pouring inte the clty from visiting dele- 
gations ought to be promptly left in the streets, 
to redecm the place from the deservod reputation 
of having the very worst pavements to be found 
in any town of its sizein the country. Chicago 
beasts that business was never soe good beforo 
during a Presidential campaign. 8t. Paul and 
Minneapolis are up to the ears in business, and 
are giad of it, Over in Wisconsin, particularly 
at Milwaukee, the hotels tell the same story of 
unusual activity In commerce. Detroit was 
never mere prospereus than now. Of buyiug 
goods there is no end, und the quantities boucht 
aad the quality as well, to say nothing of terms, 
indicate that there is nu lack of confidence In 
the stability of the Government, Whatever may 
be the concern of parties about the chauces of 
candidates, 

If thesituation was not so geod, or if it was 
possible to distort the actual condition of attairs; 
it is perfectiy safe to assume, from the ease anu 
unscrupulousness with which the Republie- 
an orators ure misrepresenting wlmest every- 
thing else they touch upon, that they would 
seize upon the slightest pretext for asserting 
that the times are hard and that they are s0 a3 
the result of Deinecratic administration fer 
neariy tour years. To speakers who ignore the 
increase of population by births and imumigra- 
tion, the advantages obtained by the cultiva- 
tion of more acres of land, the facilities enjoyed 
in the way of itoproved machinery, and the very 
reliable assistance of the sun and rain in high- 
tarlif as well as low tariff years, it 
is easy enough to attrivute all of the pros- 
perity to tax legislation. But sach 
speakers and their’ speeches are not 
of the sort to hold attention. If there were ‘bad 
times,” it would be more cewmfortable for them, 
for then they could at least hold the Democratic 
President accountable for slowness of trade and 
general lack of confidence. To that class of 
business men who are always ready to vote to 
let well-enough alone, the Genditions are not 
such as to lead them to vote fora change now. 
The Republicans appealed to this clasa with great 
success and fer many years. It is the turn of 
the Democrats now, andif the Republicans were 
helped by the argument that archange is unde- 
sirable, it ia reasonable to assume that business 
mepv generally will admit that President Cleve- 
land’s Administration has not brought disaster 
aud loss of considence, but on the contrary, that 
it has seen business improve steadily since the 
inauguration day in 1885, and with ne prospect 
of immediate diminution, 

In two of the six States named in the opening 
paragraph ef this letter the Democrats seem 
reasonably sure of victory. But tne chances of 
success 1n Indiana and Michigan are net ex- 
actly alike. Indiana looks as securely Demo- 
cratic as New-Jersey or West Virginin If the 
polis are to be depended upon its majority for 
Cleveland will be larger than that of L884. 
Republicans de not expect to elect as many Rep- 
resentatives in Congress as they now have. The 
delegation, now composed of six Democrats and 
seven Republicans, will eeftainly stand eight 
Democrats and five Kepublicans, and there is 
great prebability that the Republicans will get 
only four members out of the baker’s dozen to 
which the State is entitled. Col. C. C. Matson, 
Democrat, Will defeat Gen. A. P. Hovey, Repub- 
lican, for Governor, unless Hovey shoulda be 
lifted upon the top of an unexpected political 
tidal wave during the next fortnight. 

In Illinois, where the Democrats have been 
making a better campaign than usual, andthe 
Republicaus a much poorer one than they made 
four years ago, the absence of interest such as 
the voters felt in Logan, and the resentment 
that some of them are nursing on Gen. Greah- 
am’s account, will tell against the whole vote 
and be beneficial to the Democrats. The reseut- 
ment among the workingmen whe favored 
Greshain’s nomination is fed frem day to day 
by the utterances of private citizens who are 
letting politics alone this year and who are 
couteut to manifest their feelings by expressing 
the hope that Harrison will be beaten in Indi- 
ana, ‘Thenumber of Republicans in the State 
woo favor tariif reform, and are not afraid of 
* free-trade” scarecrows, is creditably large; 
it will help tke Democratic Electoral 
ticket, whicn will also be helped jn- 
directly by the swelling of the Prohi- 
bition vote by the assistance of Gresham 
Republicans whe do not like Harrison but will 
not take Cleveland. This Gresham disaffection 
will mean little if it does not atfect 5,000 votes, 
If it prove to be deeper than that, and the Pro- 
hibition estimate of 30,000 votes for Fisk should 
be realized, Harrison’s triends would have great 
difficulty in establishing a title te the Electoral 
vote. The chances are that the Gresham men 
will to some extent be frightened or coaxed 
back, and itis the Republican purpose to keep 
the Prohibition vote down to 25,000. Harrison 
may get the State in tuat way, aot by a majori- 
ty, however, but by about a third of the plurali- 
ty given to Blaine, whodid have a majority of 
2.200. Gov. Palmer expects to win. Conserva- 
tive Democrats say that if Palmer is elected 
Cieveland will carry the State, for they regarad 
hima as being stronger than Palmer, and they be- 
lieve that Palmer’s campaigo talk against the 
use of special policemen to protect property 
from strikers will cut both ways. The Demo- 
crats expect to recover the Morrison district, 
whieh will increase the Democratic representa- 
tien 1n Congress by one. 

Unless the Republicans of Iowa pave waked 
np since the writer was in that State, Chairman 
Hunter of the Demecratic State Committee will 
entertain the Gountry abeut Nov. 7 with a sur- 
prise party. Towa desires a reduetion of tariff 
taxation, as Benator Ailison knows, for he bas 
advocated just the sort of reduction that lowa 
tayors, and his speech, now sume 15 years old, 
is regarded as sound doctrine on wool and weol 
taxes. Prohibition is the law of tife State, but 
itisnotafact. The whisky is viler than ever, 
and the attempt to prevent whisky and beer 
consumption has raised up a constabulary as 
vile as the boot-leg whisky they seize for prize- 
money. The Democrats, the * personal libertys”’ 
party, favoring permission of liquor making 
and selling with police regulations, have gained 
some recruits on this question, and they have 
geverally made an effort to get the Deio- 
cratie vote out on election day. There are only 
two straight Democrats in Congress from Lowa, 
but there is an Independent Republican named 
Anderson, who voted with the Demeerats for 
the Mills bill, and whe will be again elected. 
The Democrats hope to gain the First District, 
or rather to regain tt. Ex-Gov. Gear is again 
running op the Republican side.. Heis said to 
have begged his way in two years agu, and 
tbat he expects to get backin the same way 
now. The Democrats who helped elect him 
ought to know by this time that there is no 
ranker or narrower partisan in the House, and 
that kindness extended to Gear is kindness 
thrown away. If lowa changes front this year 
it will be because toe voters of that State 
think there jis too much tax on wood and too 
little on whisky. 

“Kverybody in Minnesota is for tariff referm. 
The Republicans, who do not caresto deny it, say 
that they favor lower taxes, but want their 
party ve de the lowerivg. So long as the party 
was not broken in the State the Republicans 
were all-powerful. They had 41,000 for Biaine 
in 1884, but they broke, and in 1886. the Repub- 
licans could only wuster 2,400 lead over tneir 
opponents. ‘There 1s a feeling of confidence 
now on the Repubiiean side that they must have 
a miajorily whetber they try or not,and they 
are uot trying hard. They are losing the Scan- 
dipavian vote, and the Prohibition vote will be 
Jarge. If the 41,000 plurality of 1884 should 
be wiped out it would be marvelous, but it 
would enly be an indication of Democratic ef- 
fortto take advantage of Republican foolish- 
ness. There is no change in the situation 
in the Cengressienal districts. The Demo- 
crats are making a prodigious effort to 
hold the Firstand Third, which the Republicans 
say they willregain. As all of the Democratic 
Congressional candidates are making a tarifl-re- 
form fight, it will be interestipg to learn from 
the vote on Congressmen whether the advocacy 
of tbe Mills bill by Representatives Wilson, Mac- 
donald, and Rice was agreeable to the Minne- 
sota voters. <All three of those gentlemen ure 
renominated. Their opponents draw tne line 
between protection aud free trade. They 


simply assert their support of a bill to reduce, 


taxes and their advocacy of a system that does 
notimpose unnecessary or unjust taxes, Rice 
will undoubtedly be re-elected. There is less 
certainty about the fate of the ether two. 

The alarm among the Wisconsin Republican 
managers about the suggestion that tue Repub- 
lican majority in the State might be wiped out, 
and Biaine’s little lead of 2,400 replaced by 
higher figures for the opposition, bas stimulated 

Republican as well as Demeecratic activity in 
the State. Gov. Rusk has predicted 20,000 
majority for Harrison. *‘ Boss” Payne still says 
he will have a larger majority for Harrison than 
for Blaine. The campaign isa very dull one in 
Wisconsin. The Republicans are so apathetic 
that they do net even stone or rotten-egs the 
Prohibitionists, as they do in Indiana and 
Ulinvis. The Republicans of the State are very 
anxious for national success. Some of them 
admit thatif Cleveland should win and carry 
one of the Northwestern States, tho old line 
could never be again re-fermed. The Congres- 
sional delegation from Wisconsin will be 
stronger in Democrats, In the Fiftieth 
Congress it bas one Democratic Representative 
and a Labor man who voted with the Demo- 
crata. It will have two out-and-out Democrats, 
the Labor Representative, Swith, and perhgpa a 
straight Democrat in viace of Caswell, how 
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holding from the First District. An unex- 
pectedly stong Prohibition vete on Congress- 
men could make a change in the apparent lists 
of representatives that would be surprising. 
The Democratic managers in Michigan expect 
to carry their State for Cleveland for President 
and for Wellington R. Burt for Governor. The 
expectation is not an absurd or unreasonable 
one. But they do not rely on hope alone for 
realization of success. They were at work long 
before their opponents. Little rest does Chair- 
man I. M. Weston give himself or his antago- 
niste. It is a day-and-night canvass, a “ still- 
hunt” of the most searching character. There 
are so many votes to be held, so many to be 
gained; the absolute “ must” ia figured eut for 
every voting preciuct in the State. Anything 
in excess of that will ba so mueh more than is 
necessary to hold the State. The majority for 
Blaine was so small that it will not take much 
to obliterate it. If Chairman Weston bas in- 
curred the dislike of his Republican opponents 
because he has not used a brass band to 
indicate where ,he was at work tho Re- 
publicans are undeubtedly to be sympathized 
with. They might have hada plan of their 
own, and kept tne Democrats on the jump. If 
the Democrats do not carry Michigan it will be 
safe to assume that the men in charge here only 
kept up an admirable pretense of doing a great 
deal, while they have really only beea chatting. 
The Democrats will do well if they bold their 
share—tive members—in the present State deie- 
gation to Congress. If they gain one they will 
do so by reason of the “ whirl,” and a whirl 
that carries the Eleventh District from the 
Democrats will not only elect the Demoeratic 
Electoral ticket. but the Democratic candidate 
for Gevernor. Stranger things have happened 
in politics. E. G. D. 


VOTERS’ QUALIFICATIONS.

WHO MAY AND WHO MAY 
AND VOTE, 

Inquiries are being made daily about the 
right to register for and to vote at the coming 
election. For the benofit of these seeking infor- 
mation these points are worthy of considera- 
tion: 

No citizen can vote unless registered. In 
order to register, the applicanc should have 
been a citizef 10 days, shall have had a year’s 
residence in the State, a residence of four 
months in the county, and net less that 30 days 
in the election district. 

The term resident is governed by personal in- 
tention. Mere temperary absence from tho 


State, county, or district, for business or pleas- 
ure, would not deprive the applicant of his 
right. Where, however, the applicant withia 
the yearintended to take up a residence eise- 
where and moved, but returned after only a 
limited period, he forfeited his right. 

Meu cenvicted of bribery or infamous crime 
(unless pardoned,) bribers of voters and the 
person bribed, and those convicted of betting on 
the result of any election at which they offer to 
vote sareimperatively exclude: from the right. 

If cltizens possessing the other qualifications 
were born Nov. 7, 1867, they can vute. 

Children of citizens born abroad acquire the 
rixit to register au vote when 21 years old if 
they possess the necessary qualifications, not 
including naturalization; alse alien miaers who 
were under 18 yeara when they came here. An 
aie minor must be over 21 years old when he 
apples for eitizenship, must show that he has 
resided in the United States for a continued 
term of three years next preceding his arrival 
atthe age of 21 yeurs, must prove that he bas 
resided in this couatry for a continued term of 
tive years, and that it has been his intention for 
two years to become acitizen. Of course the 
State, county, and district. qualifications apply 
in his case, 

All children of the naturalized person resid- 
ing here do not become citizens when they ar- 
rive at the age of 21 yeare. As aliens must 
reside here at least five years, only those chil- 
dren who shall 06 under the age of 16 years are 
made citizens at the time ef the naturalization 
of their parenta.

THE UNION CLUBS HOME. 

A statement was made in one of the morn- 
ing newspapers yesterday that the Union Club 
had at last decided to remove from ita present 
quarters to Fifty-sixth-street and Vifth-avenue, 
where it woulda build upon a site bought from 
Robert E. Bonner for $500,000. For a long 
time the subject of building a new house further 


up town has been di#cussed by ths members, 
but those who favored'such a step were contront- 
ead by the determined opposition of the older 
club men, the latter not caring to break the ties 
of association which have so long bound them 
to the present house. The effort to obtain the 
btewart mansion aroused something of a tem- 
pest among the members, but this resnited in 
arraying on tho side of those who wished te 
go further up town a number of the more infiu- 
ential members, until it was definitely decided 
that if an eligible site could be obtained the 
change would be made.
